NOBODY CERTAIN OF THE PRESIDENT’S IN- 
TENTIONS.

WasninoTon, D. C., Oct. . —It is now the in- 
tention to have the Senate adjourn one week 
from tonight, two days after tne return of the 
President and Senate from Yorktown. This ar- 
rangement, it is said, has been reached today by 
conferences between the President and leading 
Senators. This uvodoubtedly means that the 
President will not send to the Senate a full new 
Cabinet at this session, and itis doubtful if he 
will send more than the successor of Mr. Win- 
dom and possibly of Mr. MacVeagh. The suc- 
cessor of Mr. Windom will be surely sent in, and 
Mr. MacVeagh's successor may be sent in. It 
depends entirely upon whether Mr. Artbur con- 
cludes to give Mr. MacVeagh an invitation to 
remain in the Cabinet permanently or not. Mr. 
Mav Veagh will not remain merely to conduct 
the star-route prosecutions or to give the Pres- 
ident time to select Ms successor. It is not cer- 
taia that he would remain even permanently. 

ALL THE SLATES BROKEN. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 15.—The President's 
determination to delay sending in the Cabinet 
nominations until week after next bas broken 
all the slates, and it is asserted that he is more 
embarrassed than has hitherto been supposed. 
The rumor that Conkling is tobe a member is 
renewed, and Blaine's friends say that the in- 
tention to appoint Conkling has never been 
abandoned. A Western Senator said this even- 
ing that he had felt that such au appointment 
would be so nearly fatal to the success of the 
Administration, and to the future of the party, 
that he had gone to the President and protested 
againstit. The Presideat listened calmly and 
courteously, but did not ipdicate in any 
way his intention. Inreply to a question, the 
Senator said Conkting would be confirmed 
unnuimausly. There could be po objecuen to 
him on the score of ability or of integrity, but 
the appointment would nevertheless wreck the 
Administration.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 15.—Scoville, counsel 
for Guiteau, since coming to Washington, bas 
had as large a daily mailas a Cabinet officer.

A BOLD ROBBERY. 


A Counterpart of the Du Page County 
Rebbery Perpetrated Last Evening 
atthe Corner of Tuirty-sixth Street 
and Ashiand Avenue. 

A small frame house situated on the edge of a 
large cabbage patch at the corner of Thirty- 
sixth street and Ashland avenue was the scene 
last evening of arobbery which tor boldness of 
execution is on a par with the recent exploits of 
burgiars in Du Pageand Macoupin Counties. 
The house is the residence of a weil-to-do 
furmer named Peter Platt, whose household 
cousists of a — — of 19 years, a son of 14 
years, and a hired man, a greenborn German 
unable to speak Enygiisb. The location is 
isolated. even for that remote section ot the 
city, the nearest bouse being nearly two squares 
away. Shortly after 7 o'clock last evening Miss 
Platt went out to visit a relative, and at 7:30 the 
family were surprised by three young men, 
whose fuces were concealed up to the 
eyes with siik handkerchiefs, rushing 
in upon them through the rear door 
of the house, which opens into the cabbage- 
putoh. They presented revolvers at the heads 
of the inmates, and ordered them to make no 
noise under penalty of death. Two of them im- 
mediately seized Mr. Piatt, and after gag- 
ging him, bound dim hand and foot 
with stout cords. The boy and hired 
man were simply tied, but while the house 
was being ransacked one of the trio stood guard 
over them with a cocked revolver, and neitber 
of them made any outcry. No violence was of- 
fered Mr. Platt or the others, and no at- 
tempt was made to intimidate him 
into disclosing the whereabouts of 
bis cash. The marauders seemed willing to 
tuke their chances inv finding it by ransack- 
ing the house, acd this work they did in the 
most thorough and expeditious manner. Beds 
and bedding and urticies of furniture were turn 
or broken in sbreds, and no nook or erann 
escaped their pegs ag In a bureau they foun 
$20 cash, and in Mr. Platt's pantaloons pockets 
about $4, and with this disrustmgiy small 
amount of plunder they finally went of cursing 
their luck. They were in the house vot more than 
fifteen minutes. and seemed anxious to get away 
as quickly as possible. which gives the impres- 
sion that they were new and inexperienced in 
the business. When they bad been gone only a 
tew minutes the boy succeeded in extricating 
his bands, and, after fully releas himeelf, 
released his father and the hi man in 
turn, The gag used upon Mr. Platt 
proved to be a very cruel contrivance. It was a 
wooden block, about four incbes long, ana bulg- 
ing in the middie, and was so tightly fastened fa 
bis mouth that it bruised and iacerated the lips, 
cheeks, and tongue ina painful manner. Miss 
Platt returned very shortiy after this, and gave 
ber parent new heart by going to her work- 
basket, which was lying on the tloor, and tak: 
from within a towel woere she had cvconcea 
one 51.000 bill. two 6300 bills. two $100 bills, and 
nine $5 bills, which she bad drawn out of bank at 
ber father's request Fiiday forenoon. Mr. Platt 
up to this time was sure t the robbers dad 
found this money, hence their speedy depart- 
ure. Officers Euright and Jones, ot the Deering 
Street Station, were within two blocks of the 
house when the robbery vovurred, but as 
no outery was made they knew nothing 
of it until called to the bouse. The thieves 
avoided them by approaching the house through 
the cabbage-garden, and they probably left it 
by the same route. Both officers busied the 
selves at once in running in all the 
cbaracters whom they found in the ne 
hood, and consider it possible 
are among the number.

CORNERING THE MARKET: HOW 10 
STOP II. 

The substance of Judge Jameson’s charge 
to the grand jury concerning illegal opera- 
tions on the Board of Trade was telegraphed 
from Chicago, and has attracted considera- 
ble attention in other cities. It may not re- 
sult in the indictment or punishment of any 
of the parties who have recently combined to 
corner the wheat, oats, and other markets on 
the Chicago Board of Trade, because the 
necessary evidence may not, and probably 
will not, be presented to the grand jury; 
but it will have the effect to increase public 
agitation of the criminai character of cor- 
ners, and help prepare the way for reforming 
these practices altogether. For instance, the 
New York Mail, under the title “Cornering 
a Crime,” makes the follqwing comments: 

Judge Jamesodu produced a seasation on Tues- 
day while charging the grand jury of the Crimi- 
nai Court, Chicago. by citing We statute and in- 
structing the jurymen to consider any evidence 
they may receive that it bas been violated by 
grain gamblers, aud to act fearlesly and prompt- 
ly to vindicate the laws. Corners have been so 

requeut in Chicago and so injurivus to legiti- 
mute traffic that some measure fur their pre- 
vention is much to de desired. Judge Jameson 
spoke justiy when he said: The thing which 
we know as a‘corner’ in the market might be 
brietiy described as a processof driving unsus- 
pecting dealers in grain, stock, and the like into 
a corral and relieving them of their purses.” It 
is-a species of 8 but one which it is diffi- 
cult to punish by lav.

We shail not 
be so sanguine of such a result until we bear that 
some grain gambler has been fined or imprisoned 
under the statute cited by Judge Jameson. It 
is very difficult to obtain evidence to convict 
rumseliers and common gamblers of violations 
of law. and it is likely to be still more difficult 
to convict the authors of corners of crime 


There is no doubt that there will always be 
great difficulty in proving the existence of a 
corner in the courts, since a corner” is 
in the nature of a conspiracy, which, as a 
rule, can only be established by the evidence 
of one or more of the co-conspirators whom 
juries are apt to discredit. The IIlinois stat- 
ute grew out of a very general conviction 
that corners were injurious to public in- 
terests, but it seems to be scarcely explicit 
enough to cover the ground and to lead to 
conviction, The statute is as follows: 


Whoever contracts to have or give to himseif 
the option to sell or buy at a futureany grain or 
other commodity. stock of any railroad ur other 
co tion, or gold, or forestalls the market by 
spreading false rumors to influence the price of 
commodities therein, or corners the market, or 
tries to do so in relation toany of such commud- 
ities, shall be fined not less than $10 nor more 
than $1,000, or confined in the county jail not 

one year, or both.—Revised Statutes 
„ 38, Sec. 130. 


Three offenses are defined in the above 
statute: 

(1) An option to buy or sell grain at a fut- 
ure date is prohibited and punished. But a 
contract to deliver, or a contract to take 
grain, at a future date at a certain price has 
been held by the courts not to constitute an 
option. The only transactions which seem to 
be covered by this term are the so-called 
“puts” and “calls,” which are privileges 
‘bought and sold te sell or to purchase so 
much grain within a certain period. These 
transactions are made to some extent, 
though not recognized by the Board of 


Trade; but they are so inconsiderable of late 


that they do not affect the markets. A single 


d | conviction under the statute would suffice to 


put an end to them altogether. 


(2) Forestalling the market is made a 


penal offense when it takes the shape of 
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do so, is really the only matter of general 
importance reached by the statute. Judge 
Jameson defined this offense very accurate- 
ly as follows: “A party securing a contract 
for the future delivery of some commodity 
at his option, and then, by engrossing the 
stock of suck commodity In the market, 
making it impossible for the other party to 
complete his contract except by purchasing 
of his adversary at his own price, or. paying in 
cash the difference fixed by such adversary.” 
This judicial definition of a corner is in the 
line of Tue TripuNe’s previous descriptions, 
and it is precisely what the parties known as 
“the Cincinnati clique” did with wheat for 
August delivery, But the trouble about 
punishing people who engage in this unlaw- 
ful business is found in the disinclination of 
the overreached speculators’ to ** squeal,” 
The Cincinnati men, for instance, wade 
themselves peculiarly obnoxious to the Chi- 
cago operators. Nevertheless, not one of 
the latter showed any disposition to appeal 
to the courts for relief. The losers settled 
as best they could, and the matter was dis- 
posed of. This is apt to be the history of 
most corners. A swindling corner in oats 
had been carried out without public scandal 
just before the August swindling corner in 
wheat, 

Where, then, is the remedy ? 

It is admitted to be a gross injustice and 
downright dishonesty to exact under a con- 
tract the delivery of a certain commodity 
when such commodity has been monopolized 
by and the whole supply thereof is in the 
control or possession of the party making 
such exaction. Moreover, there is great 
public injury in such aforestalling monopoly, 
for the fictitious and ufllawful rise in price 
which results from cornering falls upon the 
actual consumers of the coruered com- 
modity (or may do so), who are innocent 
parties and have taken no chances to win or 
lose by the gambling transactions which have 
led to the corner. In addition to all this, the 
practice ef cornering has a demoralizing 


effect on the entire community, forestalis the 


market by inducing the producers to with- 
hold their supplies, and blocks the regular 
channel of trade. But what is to be done? 

We believe that the remedy is in the hands 
of the Boards of Trade. Some time ago the 
Chicago Board of Trade, recognizing the 
dishonesty and injustice of corners, adopted 
a rule designed to defeat the combinations 
for monopolizing any particular commodity 
and exacting settlements at fictitious prices. 
This rule provides that the authorities of 
the board shall fix a price for the particular 
period covered by the corner, and that this 
price shall be regulated by the ruling prices 
in other markets with the cost of transpor- 
tation deducted. But experience has proved 
that this rule does not prevent corners. The 
reason is, that manipulations in our market 
affect the prices in other markets, and hence 
parties running a successful corner in our 
market can always hope to have such a 
price fixed under the rule as will 
yield them a handsome profit on their 
operations. The Board of Trade must go 
still furtherif it desires to prevent such 
swindling transactions. It must decree that, 
whenever its Committee on Arbitration or 
other proper authority shall be convinced 
that any purchaser or combination of pur- 
chasers has secured possession of the avail- 
able supply of a certain commodity in a 
certain market, then all contracts for the 
further delivery of such commodity to such 
forestallers shall be null and void. When- 
ever itis necessary for the seller to buy of 
the parties to whom he has sold in order to 
deliver the commodity he has agreed to 
deliver within the time specified in his con- 
tract, then it is evident that the market has 
been cornered, and such seller should not be 
required either to deliver or to settle the 
difference between the contract price and 
the price which the monopolists demand. It 
is always possible for the Board of Trade 
authorities to determine whether or not the 
market has been cornered. In fact, a corner is 
so manifest that it becomes a matter of com- 
mon notoriety. Such a rule as we have sug- 
gested will do more than statutory penal 
provisions can to put a stop to the vicious 
practice of cornering, and to restrain over- 
speculation, of which even the Chicago Board 
of Trade is beginning to complain. The 
board owes it to itself and to the public to 
adopt this treatment of injurious and uulaw- 
ful combinations to compel the delivery of 
what cannot be bought, or to pay a fine for 
not doing the impossible. 


92 TELEGRAPH-WIBE ORDINANCE. 

We have already commented upon the 
action of the City Council in refusing to 
give permission to the Mutual Union Tele- 
graph Company to erect any poles, and 
making the right of admission to the city 
conditional upon the wires being laid under- 
ground. This company announces its pur- 
pose todo evena larger business than the 
Western Union Company, and will need, 
necessarily, as many wires and poles and as 
many facilities as that company. The ex- 
tent of the wires now employed on poles in 
this city, and how far this ineumbrauce of 
the streets prevails now, can be seen at any 
time. The Mutual Union asks permission 
to duplicate the wires and poles used by the 
Western Union, thereby doubling what has 
already become an intolerable nuisance 
and a great public annoyance. The 
telephone companies, which are at 
present comparatively in the infancy of 
their business, and who will want ten wires 
for each one of the other companies, are also 
complaining of the restrictions already im- 
posed by law on the erection of poles. The 
present ordinance forbidding the erection of 
any more poles, and requiring that all wires 
shail be laid underground, was a wise and 
judicious measure, which had been too long 
delayed, and which cannot now be repealed 
without abandoning the streets forever to 
the present and all future companies which 
may ask to lay down wires im the city. The 
action of the city was essential to the protec- 
tion of the public. The best way to get rid 
of the nuisance was to first prohibit the erec- 
tion of any additional poles and then require 
all new wires be laid underground. 

It had become apparent that the telegraph 
companies would never take any action for 
laying underground wires so long as they 
were allowed to add to the number of wires 


on poles. Pending the ordinance in the City 


Council the various companies hastily in- 
creased the number of their overground 
wires by employing large gangs of men 
erecting new poles and stringing new wires: 
this they did up to the very hour that the 
new ordinance took effect. 

Since that time the business has increased, 
and though the companies have had six or 
eight months’ notice of the prohibition, noth- 
ing has been done toward laying wires under- 
ground. Since this ordinance was matured 
six months ago, the telegraph companies 
might have made all the preparations needed, 
and have had their underground cables laid. 
But they have done nothing of the kind: 
they have relied upon the weakness of the 
Council and personal importunities of the 

underground ordi- 
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suddenly sprung upon the telegraph com- 
panies. They have had notice of this for 
years, The ordinance of this city was en- 
aeted long enough ago to enable all the com- 
panies to have had their underground cables 
constructed, laid down, and in use before 
this time. All pretenses that underground 
wires cannot be used are idle. Wires laid 
underground in cities are nothing new. 
They have been so used for years in all Eu- 
ropean cities, and will soon be so laid in all 
the cities of this country. Already the tele- 
phone and telegraph companies are laying 
their cables under the streets and alleys of 
Philadelphia, where a law similar to that en- 
acted by our City Council is in force, and 
where the City Council refuses to suspend or 
modify it. 

The request by the Mutual Union Com- 
pany for permission to erect poles for their 
wires through the city is now backed up by 
the Western Union Company, which asks 
that it be allowed to put up ten additional 
wires overground, and the needs of the tele- 
phone companies are equally urgent. The 
City Council cannot suspend the law in one 
case without doing the same in all. The 
only safety is in firmly insisting on the 


execution of the law, and in thus compelling |. 


all these companies to begin at once and lay 
their cables. Let them understand at once 
that the city will not permit any additional 
telegraph wires to be brought into the city 
unless they are laid underground. So long 
as the Council hesitates, equivocates, or de- 
lays, so long will it be importuned by peti- 
tions for special exemptions from the law, 
and nothing will be done in the Way of un- 
derground cables. Instead of allowing more 
overground wires to be erected, the Council 
should now fix a day in the future after 
which the present poles and the wires over 
and along the streets shall be removed.

THE PROUMARY SCHOOL OF CRIME 

A series of events during the last three 
months have at last begun to make it appar- 
ent to even superficial observers that there 
is something so radically wrong with our 
social polity that if not corrected it will end 
in social anarchy.

AUTHORSHIP—OLD AND NEW. 

A writer in the Boston Herald has been 
at some pains to show that modern publish- 
ers are as slow to discover signs of genius, 
to say nothing of talent and culture, in 
the manuscripts of unknown authors as 
were those of an earlier age. Carlyle was 
snubbed, and Thackeray had his manuscript 
“chopped up” by the editor of the Edin- 
burg Review. Prosper Merimée “had his 
plays returned with thanks by all managers 
and publishers until he put them forth as 
translations from the Spanish of a once 
famous actress,” after which pious fraud 
they “took like wildfire.” The popular 
French novelists Gautier and Feuillet were 
compelled to appeal to the public over the 
heads of publishers, and Alphonse Daudet 
had the mortification to have the most at- 
tractive work he ever wrote refused by sev- 
eral journals. John Murray, the famous 
London publisher, refused the manuscript 
of Motley’s “ Dutch Republic,” and Carlyle 
had to beg fora publisuer for his History 
of the French Revolution,” and soon. This 
seeming reflection upon the intelligence and 
literary judgment of modern publishers 
may afterall be unjust. They know that it 
is not the fashion to read the works of 
strangers, and they publish to make money, 
not to inculcate morals and form literary

Scores of similar works followed, 
simply because it was the fashion to read 
Dodsley’s work, and it was the fashion to 
read it not because of any merit it possessed, 
but because of its supposed authorship. : 
Fortunately it is no longer possible to 
make outa case of hardship in behalf of 
authors. The public is on the lookout for 
gepius—nay, it if ready to recognize and 
adequately compensate literary talent. The 
young and unknown author may be snubbed 
in the beginning, but if he is capable of 
writing anything worth reading he is almost 
sure in the end not only to obtain recogni- 
tion, but to receive fair pay for his literary 
wares. It was not so among the ancients. 
Until within a hundred years the litterateur 
was almost always a dependent, if nota 
pauper. He was either a sycophant cooling 
his heels in the ante-roonis of the palaces of 
the great, or, if bold and original, a Sus- 
pect,” in danger of the dungeon. In either 
case he was fortunate if he did not quite 
starve,and in the latter case lucky if he did not 
lose his head. At the age of 70 Dryden, worn 
out with study, and oppressed with fortune,” 
contracted to supply the bookseller “ with 
ten thousand verses at sixpence a line“! 
Hume’s fame only began to dawn as he en- 
tered the dark valley of the shadow of death. 
His life was a series of literary disappoint- 
mepts and seeming defeats, and he was only 
able to write of himself two years before he 
died: I begin to see many symptoms of my 
literary reputation breaking out at last 
with additional lustre, though I know that 1 
can have but few years to enjoy it.“ Henry 
Carey, a poet of no mean genius, a poet 
whose songs and music were household 


words all over England during his life, was 


so reduced by penury and want that, in de- 
spair, he committed suicide, and, when 
found dead, had only a halfpenny in his 
pocket. 

Cervantes, whose fame is immortal, wanted 
food; and Camoéns, whose great epic in cele- 
bration of the glories of Portugal wi. live 
forever in Literature, was driven from his 
native land by ingratitude, banished from 
India for satirizing governmental abuses, 
and finally reduced to such abject poverty 
that a servant begged bread for his support 
in the streets of Lisbon. But this was not 
degradation enough, and he perished a pau- 
per in a hospital; and ina note to the first 
edition of the “* Lusiad” the evidence of the 
miserable death of its author is preserved in 
the language ot a friend: “I saw him die in 
an hospital in London, without having a 
sheet or shroud to cover Him.“ 

Tasso“ was obliged to borrow a crown for 
a week’s subsistence.” Heis represented as 
invoking the lustre of his cat’s eyes as a 
light by which to write verses, since he was 
too poor to afford the luxury of a candle. 

Vaugelas, a distinguished French writer,

Mrs. Chapin had en 
borne twins before, and she could not divest 
her mind of the impression that some political 
significance attached to the unusual event. 
During the period of pregnancy she had 
dwelt much upon the subject of the factional 
division in the Repubiican party, greatly de- 
ploring it as a misfortune to the country; 
and the shooting of the President and its 
dire consequences made a deep impression 
upon her mind. When the boys were held up 
to her view a smile irradiated her counte- 
nance, and she faintly whispered to her 
proud husband, “Garfield and Arthur.”

of each in turn a resounding smack, whereat 
the infants howled in shrili accord. 

Nothing could be more touching than this 
domestic episode—the devotion to country of 
the mother, the tearful acquiescence of the 
father, and the wailing, precocious recogni- 
tion of their conciliatory, harmonizing desti- 
ny by the boys. For it must be presumed 
that a consideration of the analogies of the 
situation was not neglected, and these in- 
volve the martyrdom of the little dimpled, 
red-taced Garfield, and the elevation to his 
place in the household of the little fat, puffy- 
No wonder the mother 
fainted “dead away” and the father wept in 
the act of devoting one of the beloved twins 
to the Moloch of political party division. It 
is like the story of Abraham consenting to 
slay his son Isaac for a burnt offering. 

The babyhood of the twins will be watched 
with absorbing interest. An anxious public 
will want to know whether little Garfield and 
little Arthur live In sweet accord, or try to 
gouge éach other’s little soul-lit eyes out; 
whether they dweil in unity in a double erib, 


or snari at each other from opposit sides of | 
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scowls; whether they hug gach other with 
pleased delight and true fraternal affection, 
or bite each other’s pug nuses and pull each 
other’s scanty hair. i 

The public will demand daily bulletins of 
the progress of the little lives of the little 
pacificators. When it is reported that little 
Garfield grabbed his nursing-bottle between 
his gums and snatched little Arthur’s away, 
and that little Arthur tweaked little Gar- 
field’s nose, pulled his ears. and bit one of 
his great toes nearly off, there will be gloom 
in the land from Maine to New Mexico. On 
the other hand, when the bulletin states that 
little Arthur insisted that little Gartield 
should have both rattles, and little Garfield 
insisted that little Arthur should have them, 
showing a generous rivalry in meekness and 
self-sacrifice, there will be rejoicing in the 
mansion of the proud millionaire and in the 
cottage of the humble artisan and poor la- 
borer. When there is peace in the domicile 
of the Chapins there will be peace on the 
hills, in the valleys, and on the prairies 
throughout all the dominions of the great 
Republic. But if war rages between the 
Chapin twins the white bird of peace will 
fold her wings, droop her head, close her 
pink eyes, and hide herself in the company 
of bats and owls. 

It is a question whether Mrs. Chapin has’ 
not, in fact, done what she could” to set 
the whole country by the ears, for it is as- 
suming too much to predict an uninter- 
rupted reign of amity in the double crib in 
the Chapin mansion. If, now, little Garfield 
and little Arthur should havea simultaneous 
attack of the colic it is scarcely to be ex- 
pected that they will cry ‘“*agoo,” and smile 
at each other like idiots, while their little 
bowels ache like the blue blazes.

What to Do with a Large and Grow- 
ing Class oi Noeua-Prodacers, bat 
Healthy Consamers. 

Mr. W. J. Ela. President of the Chicago Phil- 
osophical Society, read a paper before that body 
last night in Apollo Hall on the subject, * What 
shall be done with our paupers? The attendance 
was moderate.

Mr. Ela’s paper was full of interest and sta- 
tistics, and was quite lengthy. He began by 
stating that nineteen centuries ago it cost only 
wat would now be $4 to rear a boy up to man- 
hood; now four-fifths of ali mankind worked all 
of the working bours, and remained poor. It

di then to sustain life, so why had 
Increased 80 enormously’ The 
fuult could de traced to civilization. 
As Civilization advanced the greater

non ComMiIrrer ON MICHIGAN RELIEY, 
Oct. 18.— Two or three erroueous impressions 
seem to prevail regarding the condition of -the 
Michigan spferers and the work being done for 
their relief. One is that more clothing is neces- 
sary. We are notified by the State Executive 
Committee that there has already reached mos 
an elegant sufficiency of men's clothing and 
outer garments for women. If this be true. it 
is hardly the part of wisdom for us to endeavor 
to send more, and I do mot desire to receive any 
more. But they do need bedding and under- 
wear, tools of all kinds, and such household 
comforts as we Can sparé them. I am encoiir- 
aging the preparation of women’s and children's 
underwear, comfortabies, pilidw-cases, aud 


sheets, and if a few children’s piaythings are 


added it will make but Uttle weignt in the boxes 
and will be a great Blessing to the little ones 
through the coming winter. There is no danger 
of our sending too much bedding, and I have 


vet enough material for making several 


hundred. whici I salivit the aid of the ladies to 
prepare. Ihave ail the material, and ask them 
only to ethe labor. The St. Paul's Reformed 
Episcopal Church jaaies have spoken for che 
ExcBange rooms for W ay. All other days 
I suail welcome such igdies as cun spare an 
If they prefer I wii 
send the material to their church pariors or to 
ic homes to be made up. isecause giv is 
enough clothing, many buve formed the idea 
that all the wants of the sufferers bave been 
supplied.

More About a Deadbeat. 

George Sangster, who was mentioned yester- 
day as an accomplished deadbeat, appears to 
have a wider reputacion than was accorded bim, 
and, if baif that is told of dim is true, he is aot 
only a thorougnt rascal, but a typical tramp and 
fraud. 

A reporter yesterday met one of his numer- 
ous Victims in this city, George Keller. No. 126 
Clark street, who is the agent of an Eastern 
publishing house, and was given what purported 
to be the fellow'’s history since the War. 
Durmg the War the story went that he 
was a Director in a bank at Norfolk, 
Va., running a wholesale liquor house at the 
same time.

GALLERY AND STUDIO. 

At the Decorative Art rooms are to be seen 
several pieces of elaborate and costly needle- 
work, and the workrooms begin to show 
signs of the approaching holidays by the in- 
creased activity caused by the many orders 
sent in. One of these orders now under 
way, but nearly finished, is a very rich 
and unique curtain for a portiére in a 
Moorish design, the colors of which were 
selected to match the dull hues of a Persian 
carpet, a piece of which was furnished as a 
key. The arrangement consisted of 
a curtain of dull blue plush with 
frieze of flame red outlined alternately with 
‘red and blue. Three rows of lacquered rings 
on each side of a design in bronze are held 
down by stitenes of red. On the lower side 
tags of red fall over the blue plush 
the effect. A portion of 
design is worked in shaded 
blue silk, produc a beautiful iridescence 
similar to that of a peacock’s feathers. 
A chair and light fancy table intended for 
use, or rather ornament, in a room, the drap- 
ings and prevailing colors of which are pink 
and blue, were especially odd and charm- 
ing. The seat of the chair was 1 
holstered with cream-colored momie cloth 
upon which was embroidered in natural 
colors a design of wild roses and periwinkles 
with their accompanying leaves.

CROSS SECTION THROUGH TUNNEL (A-B) 
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, To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Cr1caao, Oct. 15.—I herewith furnish you with sketch of a proposed method of crossing the river 
by tunnel, my judgment leading me to think this the only wholly satisfactory way of crossing, leav- 
ing the river entirely free for vessels to pass to their destination without interruption, and remov- 
ing the question ofgiout as regards time in crossing, also reducing the loss of time in crossing the 
river to one minute at all times. The*above sketch will mainly explain the method, which is by 


tunneling in connection with the use of elevators.

I propose to give a clear water-way of 150 
Also forty feet at each end being used for well- 


holes for elevators—the entire length of structure outside of walls being 270 teet. There will besix 
arches. or tunnels—two for foot passengers, and four for teams and cars, The well-boles at each 
end would be supplied with elevators of the safest and most durable construction, to carry any 
weight, including the horses bitched. The hight of the drop, or lift, on the side of river where ap- 


proach passes over railroad tracks would be about fifty-one feet. 


On the South Side, where there 


are none, the lift or drop would be about thirty-eight feet. The time occupied on elevators in 


crossing would be less than one minute, including the stoppage ou the drop or lift. 


If Dore were 


four-team elevators at each end it would be as if there were one constantly in use moving dne way, 
delivering a car or wagon every fifteen seconds of time on the average, counting only one 


vehicle to the lift. 


The tunnel would require first-class work, and 


should be well 


lighted and ventilated, the structure being so short, together with the moving elevators, there 


would be no difficu ity in this matter. 


No part of this work will come in the front of private prop- 


erty. The value of elevators—twelve in ali—six at each end, would be worth, complete in every 
particular, about $80,000. The whole structure finished would not cost probably over one-half of 
what the present tunnel did—or about $400,000. The walls of masonry of well-holes would be fin- 
ished about six feet above the water line, the structure for cover of well-hole to be of iron open 
work, with glass roof. You will notice that there is a wide difference asto whether the entrance 
to the crossing shali be at Randoiph street, making it necessary for everything north to the river 


to come two blocks south to entrance, or enter immediately at the river,

THE NEW COOK COUNTY INFIRMARY. 

The design presented by J. C. Cochrane, 
architect, for the new Cook County Infirm- 
ary was adopted by the Board of Commis 
sioners on the 22d day of August last. Since 
that time the architect has been engaged in 
completing the working drawings, which are 
nearly completed. The plan is certainly 
original. The object sought has been 
to secure light and air, therefore the 
payilion plan has been selected as the most 
feasible. To secure the greatest amount of 
sunshine the buildings have been placed ir- 
regularly, radiating from two common cen- 
tres. ‘ The administration and the four dorm- 
itory buildings are placed in front of a corri- 
dor which is in the shape of half a chain- 
link. In the centre, and dividing the corri- 
dors, are the two dining-rooms and the 
kitchen buildings—comprising in all nine 
buildings, having a total front stretch of 440 
feet. , 

The arrangement of these buildings issuch 
that

into every room twice each day, striking one 
side of the buildings in the forenoon and the 
other sides in the course of the afternoon. 
However difficult it Is to accomplish such an 
arrangement, the architect has done it, and 
to great perfection. Mr. Cochrane has done 
much towards educating the public in the 
method of constructing hospital buildings, 
and the witnesses of his skill are the Cook 
County and Michael Reese Hospitals now 
built, a description of the latter having been 
recently published in this paper. The plan 
of the new infirmary is after the model of 
this hospital, but on a greater scale. 

The buildings wil! be plain on the exterior, 
common brick walls, enlivened by red 
courses of brick and red-brick arches over 
openings, and surmounted with steep roofs, 
on a degree angie. All the roofs will be 
pointed, thus producing a fine effect in the 
grouped buildings. The plain roofs will be 
relieved by Louvre dormers with sloping 
roofs, while the ridges will have a black 


cresting, common to thé style of architect-_ 


ure of the buildings. 
In the fronts of the principal buildings 


will be twoand three story verandas, thus | the Railroad Belt-Line Company it was de-

The central building is 48 by 73 feet, and 
three stories and basement in hight.

In the principal story is a wom- 
en's reading-room, men’s reading-room, and 
stair-hall. The second story has nine pri- 
vate rooms and the stair-hall, while in the 
third is a large hospital ward and two pri- 
vate rooms and the stair-hall. The dortmi- 
tory buildings are each 3 feet by 120 feet, 
and two stories and basement.

SOUTH CHICAGO. 

Some important improvements are in prog- 
ress at South Chicago.

One slip 
was begunin April last; another, not com- 
menced till Sept. 15, is as far advanced to- 
ward completion as the first. Each slip is 
1,700x110 feet, and will be dredged to the 
depth of sixteen feet. It is expected that the 
south slip will be finished in about one week 
more. Mr. Wilson expects to build 3,500 feet 
of river front yet this fall. 

A newsteam-forge is in process of erection 
at that Mace.

Chicago is a denser 
city than most people know. The Chicago 
Real-Estate Circular points out that a com- 
parison of acres shows that of our important 
cities three only—Brooklyn, Boston, and 
Cincinnati— 

HAVE A SMALLER ACREAGE 

than our own, and of these three Boston has 
less than two-thirds and Cincinnati but half 
our population. Of the remainder, New 
York alone shows a denser population than 
ours, having between 26,000 and 27,000 acres 
witnin its city limits, while, as compared 
with Chicago’s 22,707 acres, we find 26,850 
acres in San Francisco, 40,000 in St. Louis, 
and 82,800 in Philadelphia. 

When, in connection with these facts, we 
take into account the immensely more rapid 
growth of our own city, it is easy to account 
for the present rapid increase in the value of 
real estate in and near the city. There is no 
question of the tact that Chicago real estate 
is relatively far lower than thatin any other 
city of the United States. In New York, 
business property has lately sold as high as 
$120 per square foot, and in Boston it has 
brought $100, 

No business property here has ever 
changed hands at over $50 per square foot, 
and since the panic. $35 has been the highest 
figure. 

IN RESIDENCE PROPERTY 

the discrepancy is even more marked. We 
have not at hand the figures for Boston, but 
in New York choice locations have sold as 
high as $4,500 per front foot for lots 100 feet 
deep, while within the past few weeks the 
highest prices paid here for lots 150 to 180 
feet deep has been $500 per front foot. On 
the South Side such property, 170 feet deep, 
has sold for $740 per front foot, while on the 
North Side an offer of over $570 for lots 142 
feet deep has been declined, showing about 
an equal value in proportion to the depth in 
the two divisions. 


STEAM HEAT BY WHOLE. 
SALE. 
THE HOLLY SYSTEM IN NEW YORK. 

Rapid progress is being made in the 
scheme for supplying steam to New York 
houses through street-mains. The Steam- 
Heating and Power Company of New York, 
which was organized two years ago, and 
went so faras to obtain authority for laying 
pipes in the streets, has been succeeded by 
the New York Steam Company, a large cor- 
poration made up apparently, as such bodies 
often are, of private capitalists who use the 
corporate form in making investments, but 
without public announcement of their inten- 
tions. The capital of the new company is\ 
said to be $7,500,000, but none of the stock is 
offered for sale, nor has any prospectus 
been issued. Vigorous operations are, how- 
ever, now in progress, and in Greenwich 
street, north of Cortland street, the company 
is laying large pipes. Plans of the entire 
system have been filed with the Commission- 
er of Public Works, from which it appears 
that ten boiler stations are to be established 
between the Batthry and the Central Park, 
from which steam will be distributed 

BY MEANS OF MAINS, 
in the same way that gas is now delivered. 
Each consumer is to be furnished with a 
service-pipe and meter, and regulators are 
applied which will fix the pressure at the 
point desired for any purpose, from one or 
two pounds per square inch, which 
will be sufficient for heating purposes, 
to eighty pounds, which will answer the re- 
quirements of any ordinary engine. The 
main pipes are of rolled wrought-iron, from 
four to fifteen inches in diameter. All of 
them are carefully packed with mineral 
wool, and the larger ones are finally cased 
with brick, while the smaller run in wooden 
boxes, protected from dampness by wrapping 
with roofing-felt and tar. 
ALL THE CONDENSED WATER 

is returned to the boilers, at a great initla! 
expense, but with ultimate advantage in 
point of economy in working. The practice 
of “ hiring steam,“ even from long distances, 
is now so common in the business part of 
New York that the success of the new sys- 
tem in supplying power is almost assured: 
but whether its use for heating purposes will 
be found always compatible with a satisfac- 
tory service in other respects is perhaps 
doubtful, although the great resources of the 
company should in the end insure success.

THE CITY HOUSE OF THE FUTURE FOR SMALL 
FAMILIES. 

Potter Palmer is now completing one of 
these buildings on State street, near Four- 
teenth, and on account of the peculiar origi- 
nality of plamand peculiar merit from a san- 
itary point, we herewith present a diagram, 
showing the arrangement of the second floor. 
The building has a frontage of seventy-four 
feet by 132 feet deep, and contains elghty-two 
rooms.

THE BRIDGE PROBLEM. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CricaGco, Oct. 15.—I wish for a place in 
your valuable columns in which to urge upon 
your attention and that of our fellow-citizens 
generally, the extreme importance of treat- 
ing our bridge problem in a manner befitting 
what is probably the problem to be solved in 
the growth of Chicago. It seems to me that 
we are dealing with this question as one to 
be settled for a limited fime only—say five, 
or at the outside ten years. Our wise men 
talk of bridges that are to be broader and 
bigger. and more expensive. They are to be 
operated by steam or hydraulic power, and 
are to swing more quickly. There's the rub 
—they are to swing. 

I submit that our present system is the 
greatest drawback to the prosperity and 
growth of our city that could be devised. 
Whole districts on two sides of the city, 
within half a mile of the Court-House, are 
comparatively valueless because of the un- 
certainty of communication, the smoke of 
tugs, the whistle nuisance, and the thousand 
and oue annoyances peculiar to a river 
neighborhood. 

We have three “sides” whose commercial 
and social interests are about as diverse as 
those of so many different cities. 

Our commerce is brought almost to a 
standstill many times every day to accom- 
modate our marine interests. 

Life and property are risked in the insane 
rushing of accumulated crowds over the 
bridges in the interims of waterway com- 
merece, and the citizens who live through 
these perils to our age when nerves fail and 
rest is important are finally and literally 
„ whooped” into our graves by our whistle- 
fiends. All of this “* calamity,’ and more 
than ean be told, is very largely the direct 
result of swing bridges. 

Can any sane man look forward to doing 
business in this place ten, fifteen, or twenty 
years hence, with an increased commerce on 
streets and river, and place more and bigger 
swing bridges as the sole solution of our 
troubles? 

It seems to me childish to expect that these 
devices can be more than temporary, and 
that we must not delay serving notice on the 
community that at a very early day the river 
will be spanned by first-class permanent 
bridges. 

I can see the Chicago of 1900 pretty clearly 
as a city of at least 1,000,000 people. If the 
present system, or any modification of it, is 
maintained, the streets of the South Side 
will be an inextricable jam from sunrise to 
sunset of each summer’s day, and no num- 
ber of bridges, be they never so wide 
and move never so quickly, can save us. 
The main business section, forced by 
river, lake, and railroads, must “ string out” 
down Wabash and Michigan avenues and 
State street, so that we shall havea centre“ 
some two miles long and three blocks wide. 

The land contiguous to the river will be 
„cheap“ property, and all that the terui im- 
plies, and as commerce increases on the river 
it will be even more undesirable. 

Now 1 understand that the river is the 
city’s practically, and that the citycan bridge 
ithow, when, and where it pleases. Sup- 
pose, then, we commence now with perma- 
nent bridges, putting them in “to 
stay”; building of stone and brick, 
wide as the streets, and gradually but 
as fast as we consistently can, replacing the 
old structures as above. When 1900 comes 
we will have a more symmetrical business 
quarter, as with permanent streets, wide 
bridges, business would not stop at the river; 
much property would be redeemed, and all 
the real estate in Chicago would be benefited. 
Business could be done without the intolera- 
ble delay and annoyance that now obtains, 
and people living on different sides could af- 
ford to know one another and even make 


calls. 

It hardly seems possible that the damage 
to the interests of this city is justly appre- 
ciated by those who propose to merely qual- 
ify the existing system. Heavy as it is in 
dollars and cents, the loss arising directly 
from delay is far from representing the sum 
total of damages to our city. It is the point 
above all others wherein our city has been 
slow to show a just appreciation and a com- 


. mendable foresight. 


Is there another city of reasonable magni- 
tude in the world wherein the land traffic is

I think not. 


There will be strong opposition to this from 
several directions.

THE STRIKE AT MUSKEGON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MvusKEGON, Mich., Oct. 15.—Itis believed to- 
night that the backbone of the strike is broken. 
Officers today arrested two leaders in the riotous 
proceedings at Farr's Mill. Both gave bail for 
their appearance Wednesday. The strikers 
have lost public sympathy, the conduct of the 
leaders having a tendency to incite 
riot. A large portion of the strikers 
are men of families who have 
homes here, and between whom and the mill 
owners there has always existed the best of feei- 
ing, and they are now ready to go to work, did 
— not fear intimidation onthe part of noisy 
and disorderly leaders. They now see that 
the strike was ill-advised, and it 
would probably not have gone 80 
far had not Prosecuting-Attorney De Long 
harangued and advised them. His conduct is 
generally condemned by leading citizens as hav- 
ing a tendency to incite riotous proceedings. 
The Big Rapids and Grand Haven military 
companies were ordered home today, leav- 
ing the Kalamazoo and Lansing com- 
panies to reserve order. The strikers 
have call another mass-meeting for 
tomorrow, which will probably be the last. 
There is a rumor that several milis will start up 
Monday, but even should the strike end it is 
hardly probable that men enough could be 
found to supply a working force at all the mills, 
asa large numberof the men are taking to the 
lumber woods. Everything has been quiet and 
orderly today.

INHUMAN CONDUCT OF SOME MILWAUKEE TUG 
CAPTAINS. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribunas 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 15.— The news of the 
discovery of portions of wreck belonging toa 
smal) vessel, scattered along the beach at Racine, 
bas caused a wholesome fear on the part of 
those acquainted with the facts that she may 
prove to be a craft which hove in sight off the 
south point of Milwaukee Bay early Thurs- 
day forenoon, and after striving vainly 
for four hours to work into the bay, 
disappeared to southward and eust- 
ward. While the craft remained in sight she 
carried an ensign either at the peak or at half- 
mast, as an appeal to the tugs to come to her as- 
sistance; but, although from three to six of 
these stanch little boats were lying near the 
harbor all the time,and their Captains were 
aware of the call that was being made upon 
them by the hapless crew of the storm-tossed 
craft, not one ventured out to their re- 
lief. The wind at the time was biow- 
ing briskly from the north, and 
heavy sea running up the lake; yet 
water was not so rough but that the smiall- 
est of the tugs could bave gone to the vessel 
with safety. According to the talk among the 
tug men, one tug actually did leave the harbor 
to aid the craft, but upon reaching an offing 
saw the steam-barge Ballentine and consort 
Moore approaching from the north, and haste ned 
to secure the big tow. Upon witnessing this 
act of selfishness the Captains of the remaining 
tugs made up their minds that they would

SHOULD BE INVESTIGATED. 
Spectal Dispatch to The UOhicage Tribuna 
MILWAUKEE, Oct. 15.—The steam fog-horn on 
the north harbor pier was again called into act- 
ive service last night because of a dense fog 
which settled over the water after the warm 
rain of the day and early evening hours. It is 
a common thing to bear complaints from vessel 
Captains of the failure of keepers of these fog 
signal stations at different points along the lake 
to perform the duties assigned to them; but no 
such complaint has as yet been made concern- 
ing the station at this port, and that none can be 
made every citizen within reach of its doleful 
sound stands ready to testify. Unquestionably, 
bowever, many of these tog stations are sadiy 
neglected by those in charge, and serious dis- 
asters are the result. A case in point, tending 
to bear out this assertion, is the recent ex- 
perience of the Anchor Line iron propeller 
Lehigh, which ran ashore on Middie Island. Lake 
Huron, and was compelied to consign $30,000 
worth of merchandize to destruction by the 
watery element, in order to release herself from 
the danger of total wreck. THe TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent has the positive assurance of four 
reliable Captains of sailing vesseis, who were in 
company with the Lehigh on the evening when 
She stranded, that the siren on Middle Island 
was not sounded at all from an early bour after 
nightfall until the following morning, and that 
the failure to operate the machine was the 
immediate cause of the disaster. Now, as ever 
important station on the lakes is supplied wit 
two sirens, worked by independent engines. to 
guard against the danger of accidental giving 
out, it does seem as if the keeper of the Middle 
Island stadion had been guilty of gross neglect 
of duty, and the matter ought to be investigated 
either by the Lighthouse Board or the officer in 
charge of the stations in that particular light- 
house district. 
THE SCHOONER FORD RIVER WATERLOGGED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tyibune. 
MILWAUKEE, Oct. 15.—The steam-barge W. H. 
Baroum arrived here early this morning towing 
the waterlogged schooner Ford River, laden with 
lumber for Chicago. The Captain of the Ford 
River reports that the leak was tirst discovered 
at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, when the 
sounder indicated one foot of water above the 
usual stage in the well. He ordered the pumps 
manned, and, although they were worked con- 
tinuously, at the end of one bour the water had 
gained six inches. The vessel at the time was 
about twenty-tive miles to the eastward of 
Sheboygan. Finding it useless to attempt 
to work fartner against the  beadwind 
and sea, the Captain ordered the vessel's canvas 
to be shortened for the purpese of heaving her 
to. While this was being done the steam- barge 
Barnum hove in sight, and promptly responded 
to a signal of distress. She took the Ford River 
in tow about half-past 6 o'clock last evening. 
Several hours later the vessel water! an 
in that condition rolled the port tiers of lumber 
overboard, which rendered it necessary to throw 
overboard a similar amount from the starboard 
side. In all about 50,000 or 60,000 feet of lum- 
ber was thus lost and jettisoned. The cause of 
the sudden leakage in a comparatively new and 
certainly very stanch vessel will remain a mys- 
tery until she is placed in dry-dock for inspec- 
tion and repairs.

THE JAIL. 


The Abandant Vermin, and Whence 
They Come—BRecommendations of the 
Examining Committee. 

The special committee appointed by the 
County Board last Monday to examine into and 
report upon the condition of the County Jail 
putin an appearance at that institution TH 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. There were pres- 
ent Commissionera Wood, Senne, Coburn, and 
Miller, Knopf being absent. Commissioner 
Kheinwald, Chairman of the Jail Committee, was 
also present. These gentiemen, accompanied 
by a TRIBUNE reporter and headed by Jailer 
Folz, started on a tour of inspection and inves- 
tigation. There was no attempt to rush the 
job,” and every man prosecuted his labors as be 
saw fit. 

The regular Saturday cleaning had been sus- 
pended, so that nothing of the kind interfered 
with the investigation. The general appearance 
of the jail was very creditable, and a walk 
through the various departments would impress 
the observer with the idea that nothing could be 
better managed. But by talking with a large 
number of prisoners the reporter learned that 
most ot the cells were provided with clean 
blankets last Sunday for the lirst time in sev- 
eral mouths, and that the old ones were 

LITERALLY ALIVE WITH LICR, 

while bedbugs and cockroaches were exceeding- 
ly plentiful. The inmates said that since the 
change had been made they bad been able to get 
a littie sleep, although most of the cells yet had 
a good supply of vermin, While on the rounds 
through the main seetion the investigators came 
upon tbe whitewash crew. The furnishings 
were being changed from cell to cell, and a good 
coat of calcimining applied to the wails and 
ceilings. The mattresses and blankets were far 
from being tree from bugs. 

In the upper tier of am iy the water would not 
run, aud the inmates complained of the great 
trouble they had to keep the air from becoming 
foul and unhealthy. The explanation afforded 
was that the boilers were being overhauled, and 
the tank at the top of the building could not be 
filled. The boys’ department was in about the 
same general condiuon as the main section, 
while the female department was found to be as 
nearly free from everything, except cock- 
—— as it is possible keep any such in- 
stitution. 


WHILE EXAMINING THE BATH-ROOM 


and its conveniences, Jailer Folz explained to 
the committee that the rule was to make all new 
comers tuke a bath before sending them to a 
cell. He told of cases coming from the police- 
Stations, especially those who had been held iu 
the cells for some time, where thé entire clotb- 
He told 
of other prisoners wuo were supposed to have 
better dwelling than station cells, whose 
undercilothing—or the little remaining of what 
was Once underclothing—was filled with dirt and 
vermin to an incredible degree. These prison- 
— came out of the bath, put on the clothing 

taken off, and go to their celis. Some of them re- 
mained in prison for months witLout any change, 
and the resuit was that everything and every- 
body they came in contact with was immediate- 
ly infested. 

THE RECOMMENDATIONS, 

It is safe to assume that the committee will 
recommend that the jaii be provided with at 
least one complete change of bedding, and that 
some provision be made for a temporary change 
4 clothing for prisoners who come to the in- 

itution in an! itay — 1 With these pro- 
visions the Jailer says that the prison can be 
kept in a clean, neat condition, but without both 
ot them it will be absolutely impossible to have 
anything like a satisfactory condition of the jail 
or of the prisoners contined therein.

The Subject Referred Back to the 
Committee to Try Once 
More. 


The Public Library Board held a speciai meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon for the purpose of con- 
sidering the report of the committee on the 
future library building. Dr. J.-B. Walker 
presided, and there were also present Messrs. 
Allen, Armstrong, Hynes, Kadlec, Loewenthal, 


and Schmidt. 

The Chairman directed the attention of the 
board to the object of the meeting, and said 
that the project suggested for an appcai to the 
public for subseriptions was an unexampled 
one. He thought that the movement, if it 
should prove a failure, would subject the mem- 


bers of the béard to the lampoons of the press. 
Mr. Allen moved, and Mr. Kadlec seconded 


the motion, that the report of the committee 
submitted at the last regular meeting (and pub- 
lished in Tug TRIBUNE last Monday) should be 


adopted. 
In support of this motion Mr. Allen stated that 


be believed the work of building a Public Libra- 
ry, if properly taken hold of, 
WOULD BE SUCCESSFUL. 

He did not think the citizens generally would 
prove remiss when the fact was pre- 
sented to them that the Library might 
be burned down any night, and that its 
treasures could never be replaced.

The “rookery”™ had been 
talked of as a site for the AA rm © 4 but 
he didn’t believe they could get it, and if they 
could it would not be suitable. 

Mr. Hyoes said he had not had time to pre- 
pare any definit plan and thought the metno- 
rial opportunity had passed.

The question was takenon Mr. Hynes’ motion- 
which took the form of a substitute for the re- 
port. It was carried by a vote of 4to 10. Those 
voting for the substitute were Messrs. Arm- 
strong, Hynes, Kadiec, and Loewenthal. Mr. 
Alten voted against the substitute, and Presi- 
dent Walker declined to vote. Dr. Schmidt had 
gone away. and Messrs. Callahan and Rubens 
were not present. The meeting then adjourned. 

ROOM IN THE CITY-HALL. 

Some years ago, when Ald. Pearsons was a 
member of the City Council, he proposed that 
the Board of Education should erect 
a building on the morthwest corner 
of Monroe and Dearborn streets (the old Post- 
Othce Building), for the accommodation of the 
Public Library. His plan contemplated a build- 
ing for library purposes with stores below, and 
it was fought industrivusly by certain Alder- 
men, who claimed, as a basis for their opposi- 
tion, that when the City-Hall was constructed 
there would be ample room for the Public 
Library in that building. 

The City- Hall is now approaching completion, 
but there seems to be no reason even to 
suspect that the library will be given 
room there. Just why is not  appa- 
rent. The new building is fre- probt. 
and is centrally located. The fourth and fifth 
stories of the City-Hall are accessible by means 
of elevators, and it certainly seems as if it 
would be better for patrons of the library to 
ride up in an elevator, even an indetinit dis- 
tance, than to climb the steep stairs of the pres- 
sent Library building. The county has found 
room in the upper story of its bnilding for the 
Law Institute., and no complaint has yet been 
made by lawyers of difficulty in reaching that 
repository of legal lore. The city will have 
much more space at its command, and the 
—— part of two stories can readily 

e granted for library purposes. Elevator fa. 
cilities are ample, and there seems to be no good 
reason why all the books the library win gather 
ju the next ten years cannot be sheltered in the 
upper stories of the new building—at once ac- 
cessible to the ) public and pate from fire.

Dr. Hatfield illustrated by 
showing that while the statesmen were try- 
ing in vain to save the Federal Union by con- 
stitutional methods, the 22 took the 
question out of their hands and saved the 
country without regard to the Constitu- 
tion. So while Dr. Thomas had not violated 
the constitution of the Methodist Church, 
he was destroying the foundations of 
the denomination, and must be dealt 
with summarily. The brethren made much 
of Dr. Thomas’ statement that God is not 
reconciled to man, but man is reconciled to 
God. There is a sense in which Dr. Thomas 
was right. God is withoutchange or varia- 
bleness, or the shadow of turning. The 
Seriptures and our Standards, as a faithful 
transcript of Scripture doctrine, represent 
the change of relations between God and 
man as resulting from the satisfaction of 
Divine justice rendered by Christ; the re- 
generation by the Holy Spirit; the return of 
man from a state of omy and rebellion to 
a state of obedience and love. God could 
not be reconciled to sin, nor to the sinner as 
such. He could be nothing else than a con- 
suming fire to the workers of iniquity. 
Henve it was that without a vicarious atone- 
ment there could be no salvation. It is be- 
cause Christ bore our sins in his own body 
on the tree, and because in Christ's right- 
eousness we stand as righteous in God’s 
sight, that he is reconciled to us, God 
makes no compromises with sin. We must 
appear before Him in spotiess robes, or ap- 
pear not at all. A little of the clear-cut 
truth. as found in our subordinate Stand- 
ards, would have helped the brethren out of 
their embarrassment with Dr. Thomas,

GENERAL NOTEsS. 


The French Government is considering the 
project of a decree for assuring religious 
liberty in the army. 

Another New Testament revision is con- 
templated. The missionaries in Northern 
India want a revised version in the Urdu 
language. 

At the Mohammedan Missionary Universi- 
ty in Cairo there are 10,000 students under 
training to go to any part of the world to 
teach the doctrines of Islam. 


Last year the Presbyterian treasuries re- 
ceived from the laymen and friends of the 
denomination $8,674,291, an increase of over 
$500,000 over the receipts of the year pre- 
vious. 


China has advanced a step in religious 
toleration. The Government has recently 
passed an edict exempting Protestants from 
assessments for the benefit of heathen cere- 
monies. 


Prof. Revel, of Florence, has published a 
new Italian version of the New Testament, 
in the preparation of which he has been en- 
gaged for ten years. The version now in 
use is about 200 years old. 


At a meeting of the fourth session of the 
St. Louis Methodist Episcopal (South) Con- 
ference recently it was stated that there 
were ninety-four local preachers and 11,662 
members in the conference. In the past 
year 501 adults and 586éinfants were baptized. 
There are 142 Sunday-schools, S48 teachers, 
and 6,601 scholars. 

Dean Howson says thatif a clergyman of 
the Church of England were to be brought 
before the courts for publicly reading the 
lessons from the revised version he would 
probably be condemned, and he advises that 
it is best to wait patiently till the version has 
gone through the course of criticism and 
made its way upon its merits, 


The Archbishop of Canterbury has written 
a long letter on“ lay coéperation,”’ in which 
he advises that laymen offer themselves to 
serve as readers: that the clergy make known 
their wish to employ them; and that when 
they come forward and are approved, such 
laymen receive a formal commission from 
the Bishop and be regarded as occupying a 
definit office. 


A “ Pan-Baptist’’ Council is spoken of in 
view of the great success of the Methodist 
and Presbyterian Councils. The project has 
not assumed definit shape as yet, but meets 
with a grave aifficulty at the outset. It is 
asked who shall be invited. As Baptist 
churches are all —— of each other, 
there is no formulated standard of accepted 
theology. There are many diversities of be- 
lief and practice among those who believe in 
baptism by immersion. A leading Baptist 
organ remarks that the Mormons immerse, 
but that they would hardly be welcome ina 
general Baptist Council. The Dunkers and 
many other ae people also baptize by 
immersion. Yet they would not be hailed 
as regular Baptists. Nor would those who 
insist on what they call “‘trine immersion,”’ 
in which the candidate is three times plunged 
into the water, once for each name of the 
Trinity. As most of the regular Baptists in 
this country are “close commnnion,“ while 
open communionism largely prevails in the 
British churches, it is not likely that such 
harmony could prevail in a Pan- Baptist“ 
Council as that which so conspicuously char— 
acterized the great love feast of the Metliod- 
ists.

NEW YORK CRIMINAL CODE 


Important Changes on Old Usages and 
Offenses. 

The penal code of the State of New York, 
which goes into effect the Ist of next May, 
contains many new and startling provisions, 
Under it crime is divided into felony and 
misdemeanor. <A felony isa crime which is, 
or may be, punished by death, or in a State 
prison; all other crimes are misdemeanors. 
By the code, all persons are presumed to be 
responsible for their acts, the burden of prov- 
ing irresponsibility being placed upon the 

erson accused, Even achild of 7 years is 
held responsible. Morbid criminal propensi- 
ty is not excusable. It is no defense toa 
married woman charged with crime that the 
alleged act was committed in the presence of 
her husband, The old crime of “accessory 
before the fact’ is done away with, and any 
person who aids or abets, directly or indi- 
rectly, the commission of a crime, is held as 
a principal, as well“ as the one who actually 
does the deed. An accessory, under the new 
code, is one who harbors or aids a pers“ 
charged with crime to eyade punishment. In 
cases Of misdemeanor thére are no accesso- 
ries; all having anything to with it, or know- 
ing anything about it, being classed as prin- 
cipais. ‘To offer a State executive officer 
anything, no matter how small, with a view 
of influencing his action, is punishable®by a 
fine of 85.000 and ten years’ imprisonment. 
To bribe a witness is a felony, and for a juror 
to make a promise is a misdemsanor. O Of- 
fer false instruments in writing to be record- 
ed isafelony, and to mutilate any public 
document may cost a person $500 and a five 
years’ term in prison. A very important 
change is that a witness will not be excused 
from answering a question on the ground 
that it would criminate him. lle must an- 
swer: but his answer cannot afterward be 
used against himself. <A pecuiiarity is that 
the making of astatement which a person 
does not know to be true is equivalent to 
making one which he knows to be false. A 
person who attempts to commit suicide is 
guilty of a felony, and may be sent to 
State prison for two years, be fined 
$1,000, - or both, at the option of 
the Court. The procuring of pre-natal 
death may be punished by twenty years in 
prison; and a doctor who, when intoxicated, 
makes a mistake which results in death, is 
guilty of manslaughter in the second de- 
gree. The code is particularly strict against 
blasphemy and profanity, which is detined to 
consist in any use of the name of God, or 
Jesus Christ, or the Holy Ghost, either in 
imprecating Divine vengeance upon the 
speaker or another person, or in trifling or 
irreverent speech. The punishment is a fine 
of $1 for each oath, or irreverent use of the 
name of God. When profane swearing is 
done in the presence of a Justice of the 
Peace, Mayor, Alderinan, or Judge of a court, 
any af these officials can summarily impose 
the fine, and in addition, send the party to 
prison for ten days. A swearer who is im- 
prisoned is put in solitary confinement, 80 
that he cannot corrupt the morals of the 
other prisoners, or secandalize them. Sab- 
bath-breaking is punished by a fine of $10, 
and imprisonment for five days. All Sunday 
labor, except that of charity and necessity, is 
declared to be a violation of the day. Lib- 
eral concessions are made to those of the 
ancient Jewish faith. Crimes against the 
persons of females are punished with 
almost Draconian’ severity. To elope 
with a girl under 16 years of age, 
for the purpose of marrying her, without the 
consent of her parents or guardians, involves 
a fine of $1,000, and imprisonment for five 
years. Whata blowis this to the aspira- 
tions of romantic youths and maidens! To 
steal a dead body is punishable by five years’ 
imprisonment anda fine of $1,000; and for 
receiving a dead body a doctor, medical stu- 
dent, or any one may be sent to prison for 
three vears. A Special blow is aimed at the 
gamblers by a provision which reads: A 
person who wins or loses at play by betting 
at any time the sum or value of $25 or up- 
ward, within the space of twenty-four hours, 
is punishable by a fine of five times the value 
of the sum sv lost or won,” This includes 
horse-racing and pool-selling. A common 
gainbier is one who is owner, agent, or su- 
perintendent of a place, or of any device for 
gambling, or who hires, or allows the use of 
a house, room, or table for that purpose, or 
who sells policies in a lottery. He is good 
for two years in jail and a fine of $1,000, 
The main features of this new criminal code 
are excellent ones, and it will not be long 
before they will be adopted by many. if not 

all, of the States in the Union. The old laws 
have so many loopholes of escape that y 
fail to accomplish the purposes for whic 
they were designed. ost of the evils from 
which we suffer seem to be touched upon by 
this new code, and touched upon sharply.

‘* PATIENCE.” 

The last operetta by Gilbert and Sullivan— 
“Patience; or, Bunthorne’s Bride is to be 
brought out this week at two of our theatres. 
The operetta has proved a great success both 
in London and New York, and is likely to 
meet with an equally cordial reception here. 
The work is a broad satire on the school of 
testhetielsm, of which Mandel, Postlethwaite, 
Pilcox, and Mrs. Cimabree Brown are the 
well-known imaginary fgureheads. This 
type of esthetic “culchaw” has as yet 
gained but a slight foothold in the United 
States, and from this fact it might be in- 
ferred that a “guy,” however clever, 
on a fashion which is without prac- 
tical existence among us, would prove 
uninteresting to Americans; but we have 
all read a good deal about the London 
testhetes, and seen a good many bie- 
torial illustrations of their peculiarities—so 
that this phase of sublimated art is, after all, 
one with which we are at least tolerably ac- 
quainted. And, besides, the Gilbert-Sulli- 
van skit is so clever, both in score and words 
—the plot is so whimsical, the dialog so 
humorous, and the music so sparkling—that 
it would be strange if “ Patience” did not 
make in this country a hit but little inferior 
to that achieved in the land of its birth. 

Following is a brief sketch of the libretto: 

The scene of the first actAs an exterior of a 
Castle, with moatand drawbridge. A score of 
maidens in wsthetic draperies are grouped on 
the stage, Among themisa Jane, a gigantic 
wsthetic. The opening chorus begins: 

Twenty lovesick maidens we— 
Lovesick all against our will; 
Twenty years hetice we shall be 

Twenty lovesick maidens still! 

The maidens avow their love for Bunthorne, 
the poet; but Jane informs them that he ioves 
only Patience, a * 

But yesterday caught him in der dairy, 
eating fresh butter with a tablespoon. Today he 
is not well.“ 

Patience then appears and sings a solo: 

I cannot tell what this love may be 
Which cometh to all. but not to me. 

Presently appear a squad of dragoons, with 
whom but a year before these girls were in love, 
but whom now they scorn. The Colonel sings a 
patter sung, which begins as follows: 

If you want a receipt for that popular mystery 

Known to the worid as Heavy Dragoon, 

Take all the remarkabié people in history, 

Rattle them off to a popular tune. 

The pluck of Lord Neison on board of the Vic- 
tory; 

Genius of Bismarck devising a pian; 

The humor of Fielding (which sounds contradic- 
tory); 

Coolness of Paget about to trepan; 

The science of Jullieu, the eminent musico; 

Wit of Macaulay, who wrote of Queen Anne; 
The patbos of Paddy as rendered by Boucicault; 

Style of the Bishop of Sodor and Man; 

The dash of D’Orsay, divested of quackery; 
Narrative powers of Dickens and Thackeray; 
Victor Emmanuel: peak-hunting Peveril; 
Thomas Aquinas and Dr. Sacheverell; 
Tupper and Tennyson; Daniei Defoe, 
Anthony Trollope, and Mister Gingot— 

Take of these elements all that is fusible, 
Melt em ali down in a pipkiu or crucible, 
Set em to simmer and take off the scum, 
And a Heavy Dragoon is the residuum. 

At this point a Lieutenant, who is a Duke with 
a thousand a day, appears upon thescene.

In a doleful train 
Two and two we walk all day, 
For we love in vain. 
None so sorrowful as they 
Who can only sigh and say, 
Wo is me, alackaday. 

They decline to greet their former sweet- 
hearts, the dragoons, who sing: 

Now is not this ridiculous, and is not this pre- 


posterous, 
A thorough paced absurdity—explain it if you 


can. 
Instead of rushing eagerly to cherish us and 
foster us, 
They all prefer this melancholy literary man. 
Bunthorne enters, and, after struggling with 
his muse for a time, he evolves the following as 
aspecimen poem. “To understand it,” he says, 
“cling passionately to one another and think of 
faint lilies”: 
o HOLLOW, HOLLOW, HOLLOW! 
What time the poet bath hymned 
The writhing maid, lithe-limbed, 
Quivering on amaranthine asphodel, 
How can he paint ber woes, 
Knowing, as well as he knows, 
That ali can be set right with calomel?

Short princess dresses are worn upon the 
street, but are so covered with innumerable 
shirrings, sashes, and. other drapings as to 
quite disguise the original shape of this 
simple dress. 

The latest faney in coiffures is to form a 
portion of the hair into a French twist and 
upon the crown of the head, and on each 
side of this twist to arrange the rest of the 
hair in Japanese knots run through with 
jeweled pins. Low in the neck, behind each 
ear. are three or four zephyr curls about 
four inches long. These curls, however, are 
often omitted in dressing the hair in this 
style. 

Roi de Rome collars and deep cuffs made 
of dark Colored or black feathers are novel 
and stvlish.

Interview on the British and Irish 
Land Question. 


Why the Farmers of the United King- 
dom Are So Oppressed. 


Evils of the Baronial System—Reform 
Is Necessary.

Wasninaton, D. C., Oct. 14.— Coming 
down on the Pullman train last night with a 
part of the Cabinet and many foreign visitors 
to Yorktown, I fell into conversation with an 
English gentleman attached to the Foreign 
Department for Lreland, and a connection of 
Mr. Forster, the Irish Secretary, who gave 
me some highly interesting points on the 
land evils of the two islands Without fur- 
ther introduction, I will put his case. The 
figures my informant put down for me, and 
wrote some of the answers. 

AMOUNT OF LAND IN ENGLAND AND WALES. 

Give me an idea,” said J. “of the surface 
character of the British Islands?“ 

According to Mr. Joseph Kay, said my 
informant,- a British Judge and publicist 
who wrote ab ook called ‘ Free-Trade and 
Land,’ published in 1879, the total area of 
England and Wales, omitting the metropolis 
of the London district, was 37,245,859 acres. 
Of this sixty-six persons owned 1,917,076 
acres. One hundred persons owned 5,917,641 
acres. Less tian 280 persons owned 5,42), 14 
acres, or nearly one-sixth of all the inclosed 
land. Just 524 persons owned one-fifth of 
England and Wales; 710 persons owned more 
than one-fourth of England and Wales; 574 
persons owned 9,267,051 acres. In none of 
these calculations are the extents of woods, 
commons, and waste lands included. In 
the County of Northumberland, which 
has 1,200,000 acres, twenty-six persons Owned 
half the county. A body of men which 
probably does not exceed more than 4,500 
own more than 17,498,200 acres, or more than 
one-half of all Engl and and Wales.“ 

SCOTLAND, 

„Does this inequality extend to the other 
Kingdoms“ 

In Scotland the returns are still more startl- 
ing. The total acreage of Scotland is 18.946, 
694 acres. One owner alone has 
acres in Scotland, and also 32,00 acres in 
England, or a total of 1,355,548 acres. A see- 
ond owner has 451,000 acres; a third owner 
has 424,000: a fourth owner has 575,000; a 
fifth owner has 506,000. Twelve owners have 
4,239,722 acres, or nearly one-quarter of the 
whole of Scotland, or in other words, a tract 
of country larger than the whole of Wales, 
and equal in size to eight English counties. 
Twenty owners have each more than 10,000 
acres: twenty-four owners have 4,958,540 
acres, or more than one-quarter of Scotland, 
Seventy owners have about ¥,400,000 acres, or 
about one-half of Scotland. Nine-tenths of 
the whole of Scotland belong to fewer than 
1. 700 persons. 

GAME ESTATES. 

„Wat is the first evil of this inequality?“ 

he existence of these vast properties in 
Scotiand has led to the depopulating of great 
tracts of country in order to create large deer 
forests. The Hlon. Lyulph Stanley calcu- 
lates that much more than 2,000,000 acres 
have been cleared of hundreds of thousands 
of sheep, or depopulated, in order to make 
room for deer, destroying the homes, and 
farms, and food of thousands of families in a 
couutry which is alleged to be so crowded as 
to make it absurd to suppose that any altera- 
tion in the land-laws would enable the middle 
and laboring classes to acquire land.“ 

IRELAND, 

s Ireland as bad?“ 

“The condition of things in Ireland is so 
bad, and has purposely been kept so secret, 
that it is impossible to ascertain from the re- 
turns the numberof yeoman proprietors who 
existin the island. As far as can be found 
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Ireland, with a total area of 0,159,678 acres, 
has 744 persons who hold 9,612,725 acres, 
or about one-half of the island. 


third of the island. 
acres; three persons own each more 
100,000 acres: 14 persons own each more than 
0,000 acres: WO persons own each more than 
20,000 ares; 10 persons own each more than 
10,000 acres; 452 persons own each more than 
5,000 acres. 
“IN THE UNITED KINGDOM, 
is made up of England, Scot- 
land, Wales, and Ireland, the twelve 
largest owners held in the aggregate 
no less than 4,440,467 acres. Two-thirds of the 
whole ot England and Wales are held by only 
10,207 persons. ‘Two-thirds of the whole of 
Scotland are heladeby only 330 persons, ‘Two- 
thirds of the whole of Ireland are held by 
1.042 persons. Of the remaining one-third a 
great vart, being leased for a long period of 
years, will, at the termination of the lease- 
holds, for the present remainders of the orig- 
inal terms (for ninety-nine years and up- 
ward) revert to these great owners, with all 
improvements made upon them by the ex- 
penditure of the leaseholders.” 

* ARE THE FARMER'S DIMINISUING?”’ 

Mr. Froude,the demi-Tory historian,s ays: 
‘The Ilouse of Lords does own more than a 
third of the whole area of Great Britian. 
‘Two-thirds of it really belong to great Peers 
and Commoners, whose estates are econtin- 
ually devouring the small estates adjoining 
them.’ Lord Derby said that the class of 
peasant proprietors formerly to be found in 
the rural districts was tending to disappear.’ 
Old writers treat it as one of the boasts of Old 
England that she had so manysmall treehold 
yeomen. But where are they now? By 
our system of land laws,’ says Mr. Kay, ‘we 
have been cutting away the base of our so- 
cial pyramid, while nearly all other civilized 
countries have been pursuing an exactly op- 
posit policy.’ ” 

„Wat countries, for instance?“ 

Since the French revolution of 1789 the 
greater part of the land throughout the Re- 
publics of Switzerland and France, the Em- 
pires of Germany and Austria, and the King- 
doms of Holland, Belgium, and Italy. has 
been released from its feudal fetters, and has 
in every such case begun immediately to 
break up into small estates, creating a class 
of conservative, industrious, prosperous, 
and independent yeomen proprietors. It 
would be a most interesting subject of in- 
quiry, as Mr. Kay remarks, had we only the 
means of following it out, to ascertain how 
each of the great estates came to be formed 
in the United Kingdom: how many were 
created by the industry aud personal efforts 
of some ancestor; how many were the grants 
of sovereigns to their favorits: how 
many were gradually amassed by sue- 
cessive marriages of convenience: how 
many were obtained by ambitious 
Statesmen in the troublous times of our 
rough island story by the attainder and 
death of rivals; how many were either cre- 
ated or immensely increased by grants of the 
vast possessions of the religious houses and 
of the Roman Church; how many were the 
results of our fierce and bloody civil wars 
and struggles. Mr. Froude says: ‘ Unless 
the area of Great Britain could be made 
larger than it is, or until the British people 
change their nature, a peasant proprietary is 
a dream.“ 

But other countries have been divided 
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“O, yes. France, according to Froude, is 
now divided into between five and six mill- 
ion freeholds. At the death of a French 
proprietor his land is shared among his chil- 
dren, and the partition is only arrested at the 
point at which the family of the cultivator 
can be ted. Yet Mr. Froude pushes out of 
sight the obnoxious fact that throughout 
France there are many large estates, each 
producing thousands of pounds a year, and 
estates of less size as well as the mall ts- 
tates of which he writes so inaccurately.” 

** Llow do the land laws 

PRACTICALLY WORK BADLY ?” 

Well, the following is an example: A 
friend of mine was a trustee of a large and 
valuable estate in the south of England. 
This estate fifty or sixty years ago came into 
the possession of a young and titled man, a 
Lord, who was just 21 years old. He became 
the absolute owner of it, unfettered by any 
deed or will or mortgage. The whoie income 
of the estate belonged to him. Ile married 
when he was about 22 years of age, and upon 
his marriage deeds were executed which 
gave him only a life interest in the estate, 

then settled the property on his children 
most strictly. That was fifty or sixty years 

oO. Ile had one child, and as soon as that 
child was 21 another deed was made, giving 
that chiid 2 Ae life Interest in the estate, 
and sett! t after his death on the chil- 
Aren he might leave in succession. © The 
estate was divided into large farms and 
very valuable woods. The young Lord 
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He haunted the country. He kept open 
house. Ile lived as it his . were ten 
times as great as it was. He gambled and 
lost heavily. He raised money on his life 
interest. He finally fled from England deep- 
ly in debt, and lived abroad. The remainder 
of his life interest, which was only worth 
the annua! thinning of the woods, was sold 
to an Israelite, who knew he would lose all 
as soon as the young lord died. That state 
of things lasted about forty years. The 
farmers had no leases and no security for 
any expenditure. They were unwilling to 
expend on the restoration or substantial 
maintenance of the farm-buildings. ‘The 
Israelite would not spend, fur he did not 
know and could not know when the lord 
might die. The getleman who took the man- 
sion would not expend upon it, because he 
could not tell when he might be turned out. 
The Israelite, in order to make as much out 
of tae estate as he could, raised the rents as 
much as he could, and cut out of the beauti- 
ful park and woods far more timber 
than any unembarrassed owner woukl have 
done, and so the estate was damaged more 
and more year by year; the tenantry were 
prevented from dealing fairly by the land or 
fairly to themselves; there was ho one Ww 
support the schools or the church, or to 
look after the large village of laborers upon 
the property. All social ‘progress and all 
social propriety upon the estate were put an 
end to. The farm buildings fell into decay; 
the land was not properly drained or culti- 
vated; the piantations were injured, the 
mansion became dilapidated. And all this 
was caused by the deeds which the law had 
allowed the lord and his heir to execute. I! 
it had not been for these deeds the estate 
would have been sold, either in one or in 
many lots, at least forty years ago, and 
would have gone unfettered and unburdened 
into the hands of men who would have ex- 
pended ¢apital upon it and developed all its 
resources, Now, you can see how the land 
laws of England help America.’’ 


„ How CAME SUCH FOOLISH LAND LAWS 10 


BE ?”’ 

“The existing land laws of England ex- 
tended from ahd are the offspring of the 
feudal system, established by William the 
Conqueror and his successors in the eleventh 
and twelfth centuries. Sinee those days a 
continued struggle has gone on, the people, 
assisted by the lawyers, seeking to modify 
them, or to find out means of evading 
them: the great nobles and sovereigns who 
were interested in them seeking to maintain 
or reéstablish their stringencies. Sometimes 
one party gained ground in the struggle, and 
sometimes another, but as time went on the 
giowing interests of the nation and the in 
creasing power of the middle classes effected 
many woditications. Then broke out the 
great French Revolution of 1789. 
the feudal system existing in 
greater stringency abroad than in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and causing in- 
finitly more misery among the = middle 
and lower classes in foreign countries 
than the modified laws were doing in Great 
Britain and Lreland. 
dal laws first in France, Belgium, and Hol- 
land, then in Germany and the neighboring 
part of Italy: butit did not affect the modi- 
fied feudal land laws which still existed in 
Great Britain and Ireland. The great estates 
broke up on one side of the British Channel, 
but on account of the modifications which 
had been submitted to upon the other side 
they not only continued to exist, but they 
also continued greatly to increase in size and 
greatly to diminish in numbers.

ABSENTRBISM, 
“What is absenteeisin’” 
*A creat part ot the Irish

The abseuce 
of these landlords throws the farmers and 
laborers of Ireland into the hands of 
agents, who manage for the 
owners. These agents can not §feel 
the same interest in the tenantry, with 
whom their principal duty is that of extract- 
ing rents and of regularly extracting the per- 
formance of the stipulated duties. The nat- 
ural tendency of the agent’Ss work 
render him hard and exacting. An agent 
does not support schools and religious mat- 
ters, and 
hospitalities of the 
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interests of the neighborhood. As this has 


been most keenly felt for many generations | 


in Ireland, O'Connell raised his powerful 
voice against it. The leaders of the Irish 
people cry out against it now earnestly and 
vehemently; but there is not the slightest 
possibility of applying a remedy to this evil 
except by repealing the laws which have pro-

NO TENANT FIXTURES. 

“I believe tenants cannot keep their im- 
provements ?” 

“No. The law of fixtures is another great 
evil in the United Kingdom. It makes what- 
ever a tenant annexes to the land in the way 
of improvements belong from that moment 
to the land owner and not to the tenant who 
paid forit. All the tenant’s legal right to 
such annexed thing, however costly it was, 
ceased from the time it was annexed. If he 
erects a conservatory on a brick foundation, 
he cannot remove it at the end of the ten- 
aucy, however short that tenaney, or how- 
ever much the conservatory may have cost 
him. It is the same with green-houses in 
his garden, a veranda to the house, wind or 
water mills, or storehouses; they never can 
be removed, This law was made in England 
in the reign of Edward 1.“ 

POACHERS. 

Now for the game laws?“ 

The game laws are another evil in the 
United Kingdom. 
tically made by the law in many cases pre- 
server, prosecutor, Judge, and ‘punisher in 
all cases of poaching for hares, rabbits, or 
birds on his land. Horrible dogs are kept to 
strangle poachers. The landowners have 
been strong enough to secure to themselves 
the right of trying and adjudicatmg upon 
the game-law offenses, in which they all, as 
a body, are deeply interested.” :

No. Another evil in the land laws is the 
unwillingness they create in the minds of 
nearly all landowners to grant leases to their 
tenants. The tenants would be practically 
independent if they could obtain leases for 
twenty-one or more years. To eontrol the 
county elections and secure a majority of 
landed-interest members in the House 
of Commons, the landowners refuse 
leases, and often give their tenants to un- 
derstand that they must vote ‘right,’ 
There are fewer farms than there are — 
cants, and there is consequently no difficulty 
in letting the farms from year to year on this 
condition. This enadles the landowner soon 
to get rid of a tenant who ventures on inde- 

ndent action. The * ene if he has cap- 
tal, will not venture without a lease on any 
outlay or improvements, assured that they 
will be taken away from him.

Reminiscences of Cholera Times. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHicago, Oct. 15.—My first recotlection of 
the cholera dates from about 1330. My fath- 
er, being a remarkable newspaper reader, was 
always well supplied with the weekly papers 
of that day—dailies, outside the great cities, 
being at time out of the question. These 
papers contained occasional meagre ac- 
counts of the ravages of cholera in Asia and 
Europe, and as I always read the papers dili- 
xently | was much impressed by the terrors 
of that scourge. But as the subject 
was seldom if ever mentioned in conver- 
sation, and as the broad ocean rolled 
between the Old and New Worlds, it seemed 
to me impossible that cholera could ever 
reach us in America. I was therefore much 
astonished to hear, in the spring of 1832, that 
a ship had arrived at Quebec having on 
board many cases of chvulera. This, how- 
ever, caused no alarm, from the fact, as 1 
now suppose, of the natureof the disease not 
being generally apprehended. Journalism 
al that time was not what it now is. The 
ubiquitous and lively reporter was not then 
about, nor were the power-press, and steam, 
and electricity in use, to carry the news 
to a waiting people when gathered. One 
advantage, however, the readers of 
that day had: what news they did 
get was less wordy and more 
reliable than now. That is, there was less 
occasion for connections, and explanations, 
and apologies, and less opportunity for wan- 
ton misstatements than now. However, the 
disease slowly made its way up the St. Law- 
rence, taking some weeks to obtain a foot- 
hold. I think other ships, bearing the con- 
tagion, had arrived in the meantime, when, 
almost simultaneously, it broke out al! over 
the country, causing great alarm and con- 
sternation. Still, as compared with other 
countries, Where the most of the people are 
subjected to rough modes of life, to improp- 
erand poorly-prepared food, the mortality 
was slight. In Boston there were but very 
few cases, and think there were but few 
cases in — — or anywhere south of 
there, along the Atlantic Coast. Its greatest 
severity was in New York, Albany, Utica, 
and Buffalo, and aloug the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi Rivers. It seemed to follow the inland 
routes of navigation, the canals and rivers 
and the great lakes. I have heard it relate 
that at Utica a resident named Rockwell 
who was in full health, had his trunk packe 
ready to leave at the announcement of the 
first case of cholera, when he himself was 
the first one that was stricken down. Many 
other cases followed; hence it is no marvel 
that a panic was the result. 

It was inthis year, 1832, that the Indian 
war, called the Sac War, broke out in IIlinois 
and Wisconsin, in which the famous Black 
Hawk was the leader. It was in this war 
that Abraham Lincoln figured as a Captain.

rible. He gave me the figures, but, as the 
cunversation was forty-five years ago 
I will not undertake to state it. Substantia 
accuracy only is my aim, for which 1 depend 
wholly on my memory, as I have not the 
time to consult records from which to com- 
pile with exactness. 

There was no more cholera in the country 
that [ can recall, at any rate none in Chica- 
go, between 1534 and 1849. The summer of 
1838, however, was a very gp seuson. 
That summer was hot and dry. The canal 
was then in course of construction, and a 
great many men were employed thereon; 
sickness among them was prevaient, and 
generally when sick, they were brought to 
the city. On be ist day of August of that 
year there were eight deaths, which, for a 
town of about 5,000 inhabitants, was consid- 
erable, 

During the winter of 1848-9 cholera ap- 
peared at New Orleans, and began slowly to 
ascend the Mississippi, and before the frost 
had left the ground it ap red inevitable 
that the contagion onal reach Chicago, 
which was, indeed, the case all too soon. 
The first case that came under my notice was 
that of Deacon Jackson, of the Tabernacie 
Baptist Church, who was a personal friend. 
One Sunday morning in May, or perhaps in 
June, on my way to church, I was crossing 
the river by ferry at Rush street (all the 
bridges had been carried away that s 
a flood), when I overheard a fellow-passen- 
ger telling another one that Capt. Jack- 
son had died of cholera. I inquired 
what Capt. Jackson was referred to

cholera. Mr. Jackson had been the 
previous afternoon, while ye In his 
usual employment of driving and build- 
ing ks along the river; he hastened 
home, and died within a few hours. 
The disease gradually, or, I may 
say, rapidly spread, until on the ist day of 
August the number of deaths reached thirty, 
which was the highest number tor any one 
day. I think the death of Mr. Bentley, the 
father of Cyrus Bentley, soon followed that 
ot Deacon Jackson; L. M. Boyce, a promi- 
nent druggist, died in his house alone, his 
family having just left for the country. Dea- 
con Kuox, also of the Tabernacle Baptist 
Chureh, died very suddenly. The Rev. W. 
II. Rice, pastor of the same church. wagat- 
tacked while returning from the bedside of 
Mr. Knox. It was Sunday morning, and he 
was intending to preach, and was hastening 
for that purpose. I happened to be at the door 
of his boarding-place when he arrived. and 
assisted him into the house. The house was 
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that of Mr. Pilisbury, on Dearborn street, a 
few doors south of where Tur Tant 
building now stands. Dr. D. 8. Smith was 
called and attended him. Mr. Rice steadily 
failed until about 2 o’clock, when we gave 
him up. He then gave directions about his 
affairs and made his will. Among other 
remedies, by Smith’s direction, we tried elee- 
tricity, first insulating the patient by stand- 
Whether from 
this or other treatment, Mr. Rice lingered 
along, and I staid with him till midnight, 
when l retired to another room to sleep, 
fully expecting to find him dead in the morn- 
ing. But. to my surprise, I found him still 
living, and apparently improving. He con- 
tinued thus through the day, when he again 
began to fail, and soon died. When 
Mr. Rice was attacked Sunday morning 
the weather was. very warm, and so contin- 
ued till Monday afternoon, when there came 
one of our Lake Michigan chilling breezes. 
It was to this that I attributed Ar. Rice’s 
relapse, for | had noticed that deaths were 


more numerous’ after these sudden changes 
from hot to cool. 

There was at this time an Englishman 
named Morrell, a blacksmith, who was just 
from England and but recently married, who 
was working for me. One Saturday night 
he came to me and said he wanted all the 
money that was due him, and that he would 
not be at work till the following Tuesday, as 
he had bought a lot from Mr. Elston, and he 

yanted on Monday to get lamber on the 

und, and set carpenters at work on a 
Ittle house which he had determined to 
build. Late Saturday night I saw him 
on his way home, appearing unusually cheer- 
ful. On Sunday morn following 1 went 
over into town on the South Side, and did 
not return till after the evening church serv- 
ice, when l was met with the information 
that Morreil was dead and buried. I was 
thunderstruck. Mrs. Morrell came to me in 
the morning to say that Mr. Elston Had re- 
turned the money which had been paid on 
the lot, and that she was going back to her 
old home in Engiand; and before night of 
that Monday she was on her sad and lonely 
journey thither. 

Another Englishman named Conn, a 
bollermaker, was also at work, and with 
him was a boy of 14, who was at 
very desirous

was attacked with cholera. We min- 


istered to Hm, and chafed his limbs to pro- 
mote circulation for two or three hours. We 
rubbed till the skin was broken. When we 
found that all our efforts were in vain, Conn 
quietly arose from work over him, and 
began silently to pace the floor, occasionally 
stopping to look down on the dying boy. 
Soon, however, he began to curse and swear, 
and to haif-soliloguize and half-relate, as he 
continued his walk. Such oaths and im- 
precations I have seldom heard. Here.“ 
said he, I have brought the boy from his 
home, and 1 promised his mother that 1 
would return him safely to her. as 
now, in this faraway country, e 
boy dying. What am 1 gomg 
to say to his motner?” Rough as Conn 
was in speech and manner, he was kindly, 
and faithful, and true; that is, as he under- 
stood his obligations. 

That summer 1 boarded with my partner 
in business, Mr. T. C. James. One day 
when | went in to dinner, Mrs. James asked 
me to go into another room and look at one 
of her daughters, a girl of 14, who had just 
begun to complain and had lain down. I 
saw ata glance that it was cholera. She 
died in about seven hours. Another 
daughter was taken while returning from 
the funeral the following day, and died be- 
fore morning. 

Late in the season 1 resolved to go 
into the country and visit friends and recu- 
perate. Travel then to Wisconsin, where 1 
was going, was by large steamers by the 
lake. On landing at Kenosha, I met a great- 
uncle, who invited me to his house. few 
minutes after our arrival there, word came

was also dead. Such were cholera scenes 
throughout the country. On my return to 
met was 
Deacon Elisha Clark, of the First Presby- 
terian Church. He looked cheerful and ani- 
mated, and the first word he said was: “ The 
cholera has left us.“ This shows how de- 
pressing was its presence, and what relief 
was its departure. 

Whatever may cause cholera, I think that 
courage, with watchfulness and attention, 
will many times avert it. Cholera invariably 
begins with a painless disturbance of the 
bowels, which, unless allayed, runs into a 
diarrhea, with evacuations of the appearance 
of rice-water. This diarrhea seems to 
tap and sap the fountains of life. 
Strength fails, the extremities become cold, 
the lips contract and become purple, the eyes 
sink, and death soon follows. None that 1 
saw suffered pain. In cholera times nearly 
every one experienced, in some degree, those 
bowel disturbances, and some had at time 
ordinary diarrhea which did not run into 
cholera. Prudent people, therefore, avoided 
fruit and such food as induced laxity of the 
bowels, and whenever there were such symp 
toms they at once resorted to a remedy. 
This disturbanee was sometimes caused 
by hearing of the sudden death of 
a friend. At such times the cheek 
would blanch and the bowels would feel 
shock. Brandy was most excellent, 
if only taken when required. Camphor-gum 
was. good also, and this, with brandy, was 
generally carried in people's pockets, to have 
have it ready. Dr. Boone had a prescription 
compounded which, wherever his practice 
extended, was held as a valuable remedy. 
‘There may have been instances ef recovery 
after the rice-water discharges commenced, 
but none such came under my notice. I my- 
self at one time had an unusual attack of 
this disturbance, as 1 denominate it, and, 
being at the time near * room, I immedi- 
ately took remedies and lay down and kept 
perfectly quiet on my back, with in extremi- 
ties covered to keep them warm. felt that 
my life depended on keeping quiet. I 
told no one that I was sick, because then 1 
knew there would be effort and excitement. 
In a few hours the attack subsided, and there 


| was no serious result. Now, I am fully per- 


snaded that that was an attack of cholera, 
and that, had I been obliged to walk, or even 
ride, any considerable distance, before ly- 
ing down, or taking remedies, the flowing 
away of my life would have begun. 

The following year, 1850, the disease was 
quite severe in Chicago. Then again in 53 
it was severe for a short time, In 50 there 
were a few cases. In’66 there was another 
visitation, since which I think there has been 
no cholera on this continent. Bat then 
we must expect and look tor such 
diseases and epidemics till the end of time; 
for“ the pestilence that walketh in darkness, 
and the destruction that wasteth at noonday, 
is a heritage entailed upon our race by our 
first parents. These scourges may, however, 
be robbed of their terrors, and measurably 
shorn of their power for evil, by correct 
living. Now, should any be impelled to ro- 
gard our progenitors with harshness, be- 
cause of this legacy of death imposed on us, 
before they indulge in bitterness, in 
curses on their memory, let them show, by a 
well-ordered life, and a superiority to tem 
that they would have done better in 
place than did Adam and Eve.

TO BE OR NOT TO BE—A WOMAN. 
Hamlet has been the most unfortunate of 
dead men. His life was full of troubles, of 
sorrows, and of mental despair. And since 
his death he has been periodically murdered 
and butchered all over the civilized world. 
As though that were not enough of misery 
to heap upon this unlucky Prince. 
grave reflections have been cast upon the 
character of his parents, doubts even 
have been expressed as to his ever having 
existed, and now comes one Edward P. 
Vining, and, proofs in hand, declares it to be 
a fact that Hamlet was a woman! As to 
Hamlet's actual existence—of that we must 
admit since he is an historical character. In 
De Beileforest’s historye Hamlet, after his 
uncle’s death, becomes King of Denmark, 
visits England again, marries two wives, by 
one of whom he is betrayed into the power 
of his maternal uncle Wiglerus, and is 
finally slain in battle. De Belleforest de- 
rived his story from the Historia Danica of 
Saxo-Grammaticus, written about the close 
of the twelfth century. Mr. Vining prac- 
tically admits the existence of a Hamlet, or 
else why write a book to show that 
this man was a woman? This author 
then says that Hamlet’s shrinkm from the 
role that fate had called upon him to play is 
what would be expected from a gently-nur- 
tured woman “father than from a fervid 
young Prince glowing with desire to end un- 
equaled wrongs.“ Then, also, he says: In

and that thereafter the changes in the char- 
acter and in the play were all in the <iree- 
tion of a development of this idea.“ We 
may as well admit at once that we do not 
consider that Mr. Vining has proved his case, 
Cross-exannation would play havoe with 
his evidence.

CABLE RAILWAY, 


Last Week’s Progress—The Extension 
to Lake Street. 

Superintendent Holmes, of the South Di- 
vision Railway Company, does not think that 
the clerk of the weather has been doing the 
square thing by the company during the past 
week, as the small-sized flood has delayed 
the work on the new cable road quite seri- 
ously. The men have not been idle, how- 
ever, and a good deal has been accomplished 
considering the drawbacks. From Adams 
street south to Nineteenth street there is a 
completed and unbroken line of road, and 
the road is finished from the Archer avenue 
excavation to the Twenty-first street excava- 
ton. Dy the first of the week the length of 
road between Twenty-first and Twenty-sec- 
ond streets will be completed, and the con- 
crete mixer now at that point will be re- 
moved south of Twenty-second street, where 
the construction of the road along the west 
track is being rapidly pushed, 

‘The State street. cars now run from Wa- 
bash to State on Twenty-second street, and 
at the corner of State street switch off onto 
the east track, From this“ point to Twenty- 
fourth street there is only a single track, and 
at ‘wenty-fourth street there is a switch 
which is made movable in six foot sections, 
and can be shifted as rapidly as the road is 
completed. From this switch to Twenty- 
ninth street there is only a single track, and 
from ‘Twenty-ninth street south the old 
tracks have not been touched as yet. The 
waiting on switches makes the time of the 
State streetcars slower than usual, and gives 
the passengers on that line some idea of 
what the Indiana aveuue passengers suffer 
with their single track and switches. 

‘The west track from a point half way be- 
tween Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
streets to ‘Tbwenty-fifth street has been com- 
pleted for the cable, and a concrete mixer is 
at Twenty-ülth street. ‘The track is in place 
and concrete is being put in to Twenty-sixth 
street, and from there to Twenty-seventh 
street channels for the track are being cut, 
As tar south as Twenty-nihth street the west 
track has been torn up, and the iron vokes 
are lying along the street to Thirty-first 
street, ready to be put in place. The city 
has begun the laying of the cedar block 
pavement from Thirty-tirst street south, and 
about half a block has been finished. The 
first of the week a gang of men will be put 
at work laying the cedar blocks from Twen- 
ty-second street south, The pavers on the 
north end of the line have reached a point 
above Fourteenth street. 

AT ADAMS STREBT 

there is a third conerete mixer, and the track 
is in place, and is being concreted to Monroe 
street. The excavation just south of Madi- 
son street has been nearly completed, and 
this week will be covered up. Many have 
supposed that the cable line will end here, 
butit will be extended through to Lake 
street at once, the West Division Company hñav- 
ing agreed to keep their cars off State street 
for ten days although Superintendent Holmes 
says the work can be put through in less 
time. A tweive-foot pulley-wheel will be 
put in at the Madison street excavation for 
the southern cable, and a six-foot wheel will 
be put in to run the cable from 
Madison to Lake street, in order that the ears 
may run slower and not be thrown off at the 
turns. Another six-foot wheel will be put in 
at the Lake street excavation. The Madison 
street excavation will be roofed over with 
heavy iron girders, making it a perfect un- 
derground room where the cable can be re- 
paired or spliced, and in it will run a car 
with the slack cable to keepup a perfect ten- 
sion. The wheel for the southern cable at 
Twenty--econd street will be a larger one, in 
order that the cars can be run faster from 
Twenty-second to Thirty-ninth street, and 
it is expected that the entire road from Lake 
to Thirty-ninth street will be in operation 
this winter. 

Yesterday two of the larger engines at 
the engine-house, corner of State and 
Twenty-first streets, were put in place and 
bolted to their beds, and the other 
two will be set up this week. 
The immense pulley and cog-wheels 
for the Twenty-first street excavation 
are ready to be putin, as is the machinery 
for the Archer avenue excavation. Tunnels 
run from the engine-house to Twenty-second 
street and to Archer avenue, and through 
these the cables will be carried to the branch 
lines. The engine-house will operate all the 
South Side lines except Indiana avenue and 
Archer avenue west of the bridge. As State 
street is the backbone of the system, more 
work has been done on it than will have to 
be done on any of the branch lines. The 
company employs 1,500 men on the work, and 
with the car operation has 3,000 men on the 
perce’ The cable road consumes two boat- 
oads of stone and one of gravel every day in 
concrete, and the stone is broken at the com- 
pany’s own works, built by it for this espe- 
cial purpose.

History of the Struggie for Tenant 
Rights. 


The New Bill Wipes Out Rack-Rents 
and Feudalism. 


‘A Great Boon for Ireland if the Commis. 
sloners Do Right. 


Letter from the Hon. 8. O. MoElroy, of 
Ballymoney, Ireland. 


The Hon. 8. C. McKlroy to Mr. John 
Forsythe. 

BALLYMONEY, County Antrim, Ireland, 
Oct. 1, ISI. ohn Forsythe, Esq.—DrAR 
Sin: Before complying with your request 
for information about the new Land act, I 
deem it advisable to await the publication of 
the rules of procedure by the Land Comunis- 
sion. The whole case is nowripe enough 
for an expression of opinion on its merits. 
You intimate that the information will be in- 
teresting to Ainericans, and 1 infer that you 
desire this letter to be published. I appreci- 
ate the importance of conveying to Amer- 
icans, especially lrish-Americans, a vractical 
vieW of our present landmarks. This view 
may not coincide with views which have ob- 
tained considerable ascendancy over the 
minds of Lrishmen in America, but, know- 
ing that residence in America has not marred 
the generous features of the Irish char- 
and that a fair hearing will 
be given to one who imbibed 
his tenant-right principles and ideas of pop- 
ular liberty from the Rev. J. L. Rentoul, of 


the Banner of Ulster and afterwards of the 
Londonderry Standard, I am emboldened to 
write in the spirit of friendly candor rather 
than in that of diplomatic usage. 

It may not be inexpedient to take a glance 
atthe road which has been traversed, at 
least during the last fourteen years. In 1867 
Mr. Isaac Butt published his Fixity of Ten- 
ure bill. ‘The fundamental principle of this 
bill was a’sixty-three years’ term of occu- 
pancy, witha revision of rent every seven 
years. In 1869 the Route Tenants’ Defense 
Association was reorganized in the northern 
portion of County Antrim, and the banner 
inscribed with the memorable words “ Fixity 
of Tenure, Fair Rents, and Free Sale” was 
unfuried. The promoters of the movement 
were branded as revolutionists, as 
firebrands setting class against class. 
In 1870 Mr. Gladstone passed his 
first land Dill. Its main principle 
was compensation to the tenant in case of 
eviction, To cope with the evils of eviction 
was its primary object. Notices to quit were 
described by Mr. Gladstone as falling thick 
as snow-flakes. The bill did not give entire 
satisfaction to the Tenant- Right party. At 
several conferences its defects were pointed 
out. It was inadequate with respect to the 
uniform revival of the genuine tenant-right 
custom of Uster; it made no provision for 
the adjustment of rents; it did not establish 
free sale; compensation in case of eviction 
wits too low to operate as a deterrent. On 
Various important polnts the decisions im the 
land courts were adverse to the tenants. In 
the North particularly the decisions were 
very conflicting, one administration uphold- 
ing an estate usage, another ignoring it, 
Chief-Justice Monahan ruled in favor 
of leasehold tenantright:; Chilef-Justice 
Whiteside gave a contrary ruling. Very 
shortly after the act was passed agita- 
tion began for a more comprehensive 
land code. It must be stated, however, that 
some excellent decisions were given under 
the act of 1870. Mr. Gibson, in Donegal, Mr. 
Coffey, in Derry, Mr. Johnston, in Down, as 
Chairmen of their respective Land Courts 
gave, on the whole, equitable decisions, But 
certain great rights had not been embodied 
in the act, and those that were embodied 
therein were liable to misinterpretation. 
Landlords and agents set themselves to 
frustrate the beveticia!l operations of the act. 
Estate usages were maintained in Ulster; 
where free sale existed it was regarded more 
as a favor than aright. The only solid bene- 
fii was that a tenant could not be evicted 
without compensation. Asa body the Chair- 
men of the Land Courts did not sympathize 
with the objects of the act, and in process of 
time the people ceased to have confidence in 
them. Rightly or wrongly, the court was 
regarded as more or less hostile to the in- 
terests of the tenantry, and you can imagine 
how the act of 1570 fell in public 
estimation. With all its faults, had 
the act got a fair trial from 
the outset it would have done more good and 
the land agitation would not have culminated 
to a point which has attracted the gaze of 
the civilized world. The general provisions 
of the act were afailure: and Mr. Bright’s 
scheme of peasant proprietorship was a prac- 
tical failure. At a National Land Conference 
held in Dublin in 1573 the right of the tenant 
was asserted thus: to continue in undis- 
turbed possession of his farm, ata fair rent, 
fixed from time to time by a valuation, from 
which the value of the tenant’s improve- 
ments should be excluded, with the power to 
transmit the right to his children, or to sell 
it for the highest price he could obtain. At 
another National conference held the follow- 
ing year at Belfast the foregoing principles 
were reaflirmed in this form: A fairly as- 


- sessed rent, irrespective of the tenant’s im- 


provements, at intervals of not less than 
thirty-one years; free sale in recogni- 
tion of the tenant’s good will 
and invested capital: continued occupa- 
tion so long as the tenant paid the 
rent and otherwise fuiniled his equitable 
obligations to his landlord. At these con- 
ferences my colleague as secretary was Mr. 
A. J. Kettle, now a prisoner in Kilmainham 
Jail as a suspect.“ I held by tne three F’s; 
Mr. Kettle joined the Land League. About 
afortnight ago a meeting of Ulster tenant- 
right deputies was held at Belfast. Resolu- 
tions were passed earnesily urging the Gov- 
ernment to liberate the suspects. was 
present, and the names mentioned in warm 
est sympathy were A. J. Kettle and Michael 
Davitt. The northern tenant-righters re. 
member Mr. Kettle as one of the most admir- 
able characters in the tenant-right move- 
ment, and his liberation would be hailed in 
the nerth gvith general satisfaction. This di- 
ression for the sake of an old friend, I trust, 
‘ill be pardoned. Between 1874 and 1877 the 
land movemert made slow but steady prog 
ress. in the latter year it entered upon a 
new stage. The three years’ failues in crops 
which supervened were worth an age of 
argument in favor of argricultural rights. 
I need not trace the course of the whirlwind. 
it has leveled feudalism in the dust. The 
stone which builders despised in 1870 has be- 
come the head of the corner. Mr. Glad- 
stone’s new Land bill contains fixity of 
tenure, fair rents, and free sale, and makes 
the establishment of a peasant proprietary 
practicable. It grants all that was demanded 
by Dr. McKnight, Mr. Butt, Prof. Smyth, 
and other veteran champions of tenant 
right. Its details are worked out in a man- 
ner which would have doubtless elicted 
from those men high praise. In fact, the 
act glows with their principles; it is the 
natural outcome of their advocacy. Though 
McKnight, Butt, and Smyth are dead, they 
speak ‘through the Land-Law act. it is a 
complete verification of their policy. The 
demand made in Belfast in 1874 was one 
common land law for all Ireland. This 
demand was treated as utopian; it 
is now imbedded in fact. This result 
is calculated to inspire pleasurable emotions. 
It is the crowning victory of a thirty years’ 
war, the first battle in which was fought by 
William Shannan Crawford in County 
Down. before men scout Mr. Gladstone’s 
legislation, let them consider what Ireland 
was then and what it is likely to be in a few 
years. Of course | assume that the adminis-

The first clause of the Land-Law act pro- 
vides that the tenant for the time being of 
every holding, not especially exempted, may 
sell his tenancy for the best price he can ob- 
tain, subject to regulations analagous to 
those incident to the Ulster custom. The 
landlord may agree with the tenant to buy 
the holding; in the event of disagreement 
he may apply to the court to ascertain its 
true value; in default of the landlord either 
agreeing to buy, or applying to the 
within a fortnight, the tenant may proceed 
with the sale pursuant to the act.

erty. This is a valuable boon. It not only 
Abusnes such freedom in the south of 
Ireland, but in Ulster it sweeps away estate 
usages which limited the price of tenant- 
right to 45 or £10 anacre. The tenant can 
sell for the best price he can get. 

In the act of 1870 there was no machinery 
for the ascertainment of afairrent. In by- 
gone years perpetuity of tenure was put in 
the forefront: in recent years fair rent 
assumed priority. While admitting the 
importance of a solid tenure, it was telt 
that rent determined the fate of 
agriculture more than anything else. Hence, 
the ery for a reduction of rents became uni- 
versal. ‘The act enables every tenant-at-will, 
and every leaseholder whose lease was 
forced upon him by fraudulent means since 
1870, to apply to the Land Court to fix the 
future rent. In fixing this rent the tenant’s 
improvements are to be excluded. The old 
complaint was that when a farmer improved 
his land the landlord increased the rent. 
Never again can such injustice be perpe- 
trated. The principle of the rent clause 1s 
that the landlord is only entitled to the year- 
ly value of the soil in its natural state, sub- 
ject to the enhancement of this value 
through the * improvements of the 
country. Should the tendency be in a con- 
trary direction, the value would decrease. 
The fixing of this judicial rent attracts what 
is called a statutory term of fifteen years, 
which is renewable forever on application in 
the fourteenth year. I regard this as the 
grandest feature of the act. — It gives 
the tenant inviolability of occu- 
pancy. While he pays the rent 
and observes the conditions, which are not 
onerous, he cannot be disturbed. He will 
sit under his own vine and fig-tree. The 
rent is liable to revision every fifteen years, 
but, as his improvements are excluded from 
valuation, this liability is not calculated to 
create any forebodings. The tenant has the 
option of going before the Land Court, as 
constituted by the act of 1870, or the Land 
Commission. The option will be invariably 
exercised in favor of the latter, which con- 
sists of Mr. Serjeant O’Hagan, Mr. Litton, 
late M. P. for Tyrone, and Mr. John E. Ver- 
non. Stronger men on the tenants’ side 
might have been appointed, but the reputa- 
tion of these three gentlemen for moderation 
and fair-dealing is an element in the appoint- 
ments which should not be depreciated, 
Mr. O' Ilagan's antecedents have inspired 
confidence, and Mr. Vernon’s evidence 
before two special commissions with 
respect to the Bright clauses was high- 
ly satisfactory. It is stated that as a 
land agent he has been just and 
considerate. Mr. Litton had not taken a 
prominent part in politics until he appeared 
as the Liberal candidate for Tyrone at the 
last general election. He took a leading 
part at the Belfast Conference in April last, 
couvened to consider the bill, and his serv- 
ices during the passage of the bill through 
the Ilouse of Commons were valuable. He 
was intrusted with putting into parliament- 
ary form the amendments proposed by the 
Ulster tenant-right deputies who visited 
London during the early stages of the bill. 
With those deputies he codperated in a most 
cordial and efficient manner, and 1 was im- 

ressed by his powers of lucid exposition and 
usiness ability, Statements of a somewhat 
different kind have been made, but lam 
speaking of Mr. Litton as Lfound him, and 1 
believe his career as a Commissioner will 
prove the accuracy of my estimate, Five 
Assistant Commissioners have been ap- 
poluted—Messrs, Reeves, Kane, Me— 
Carthy, Greer, and Baldwin, The Sub- 
Commissioners are not yet appointed, Sit- 
tings of the Sub-Commilssion will be hela in 
quarter sessions towus and petty sessions 
districts.

‘There is some 
difference of opinion as to what class of 
farmers should claim a revision of rents. I 
am inclined to think that all farmers should 
claim a revision, whether they are paying 
high rents or moderate rents. ‘he reason is 
plain. By getting the judicial rent declared 
they become statutory tenants. This trans- 
formation is worth receiving, even should a 
present moderate rent de  contirmed. 
Some persons think the fifteen years 
term too long. 1 cannot see my way to 
adopt this view. If the Commissioners ex- 
clude the tenants’ improvements, it is diffi- 
cult to believe that the prices of agricultural 
produce would fall so far below current 
rates as to warrant a reduction of rent inside 
fifteen years. The probabilities are that land 
will increase in value, and the tenant’s ne- 
cessity is to guard against an increase of 
rent. I do not consider it incumbent upon 
me to refer to minor provisions of the act. 
These are too voluminous for exposition in a 
letter dealing with the broad principles of 
the measure and the differences between it 
and the measure of 1870. With regard, how- 
ever, to the Bright clauses, | may state that 
the purchase-money to be given by the State 
is increased from two-thirds to three-fourths, 
and various obstacles which hampered the 
development of the enterprise have been re- 
moved. 

Whether the act will finally settle the land 
question I do not venture to foretell. One 
thing seems certain: it is probably the last of 
the tenant-right compromises. It is hardly 
possibie for any further legislation to be 
effected on the lines of double- ownership in 
the soil. If it fail, no other solution seems 
pine ng but the compulsory sale of the land- 
ord’s interest to the tenant. Hitherto lhave 
objected to this plan as beyond the actual re- 
quirements of Irish agriculture. I would re- 
gard the disestablishment of the landlord 
class as a national disaster, or, in other words, 
Jam in favor of regulation, not abolition. 
But should it become imperative to choose 
between the landlord class and the farmers 
of Ireland I would not hesitate to hold that 
the latter have the first claim to preservation. 
This would be in conformity with the law of 
the survival of the fittest. The British Par- 
liament has passed a good and comprebensive 
measure, and upon the Land Commission de- 
volves its success or failure.
